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Urſperg 7 thinkes, and other Frexch Hi- 
ſtoriansare of opinion to have beene a 


«. Baſtard-ſonne, or a neare Kinſman of 


Clodion, was by the reaſon of his valour 
and expzrieace in Warre, choſen King 
of the French, Anno Domini 450. le- 
cluding the Sonnes of C/o dion from the 
inheritance of the Kingdome. Many 
are of opinion that he was the firſt that 
rooke upon him to March boldly all 0- 
ver the Countries of the G.mles, becauſe 
by torce of Arms hee opened the way 
1ato thoſe parts, where none of his pre- 
dzcefſors had had any pzaccable h abita- 
tion or abode. And for this caule hee 
being acknowledged by the Ancient 
French tobz the firſt King to have paſ- 
ſed fo firre, the Ganls or Frenchmen 
were called Merovinians. Others are of 
opinion thar it was, for that he was the 
firſt ofrae Line that reigned over rhe 
Frencnuatill Pepin, it being that the 
ſonnes of Clodion were ſapplanred, who 
berooke themſelves for aſliſtance to 
cneir Motier! inthe Kingdome of Thu- 
rIngia : 
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Of all the French Kings. It 
ringiac where being growne toage, by 
the ayde of other Nations recovered 
Almany, Eambreſts, Tournay, Henault, > 
and Coxlozne, of which parts they tear- 
med rhemſelves Kings, and — 
ned it againſt the Merovinians, untill 
the time of Clowzs. 

Inthe meane time Attzl/a, King of 
the Hwmnes , having ſpoiled a great 
part of Exrope, labonred to joyne with 
the Viſrgoths and French to ruine the 
Romans, which was a caule that Aetins 
a Roman Gentleman, who had the com- 
mand ofall the Rowan forces of the 
Welt, had this Warre incharge, who 
gave unto Merovers the right wing of 
the Battaile againſt Attila who loſt the 
field : This Batrajle was fought 1n the 
Catalaunicke Plaine , which ſome e- 
ireeme to have beene thar at Chaalons in 
Champaigne, others at Solongneby Or- 
l-ans, who ſceme better of opinion than - 
thoſe who wonld have it neare Tho- 
louſe : becauſe ir 1s certaine that Attila 
never penetrated ſo farre into the 

Countrey 
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Countrey of the YViſgoths, where the 
Shock was ſo bloody and cruell, that 
there remained one hundred and foure- 
ſcore thouſand men laine in the place. 
Merovem yeelded to Fate in the renth 
. yeare of his Reigne, according to S7ge. 
bert and other Hiſtorians , Anno. Do- 
ming 59. 

This King was fortunate in his. 
Warres, for after the Death of #t7a, 
execared by the Emperour Valentini- 
ans command, being fo faithfull a ſer- 
vant, thatit was ſaid that the Empe- 
rour had cut off his right hand with his 
left : by valour+ potency , and oppor- 
ranity hee advanced the Monarchy of 
France, growing, more exact and com- 
plearein ſtrength, hee being the third 
Stone in that Royall building called 
Gaule, which new-begun Eſtate was 
raiſed to a greater perfection by many 
other Royall Builders, deſcended 
from his Race, and called Mergvin- 
eres, 18 memory of this Merovee, 
who, 3s Titus Veſpaſian ſaid , Non per- 


did: 
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didi diem , ſo hee accounted that Day 
loſt wherein heedid no gocd. 2 

This worthy King was much lamen- -© | 
red of all men, they gave him the ſo- - 
lemne rites at his fanerall, which apper- 
tained to a King in thoſe dayes, which 
was teares and ſorrow for forcy dayes 
after. 

The Church was now much troub- 

led by the Neſtorian and Enutichean He 
reſies, which weeds were by two 
Councells afſembled at Epheſus and. 
Chalcedon , plucked up our of the Gar- 
den of Chriſtendome , and rhe true 
Chriſtian Religion was now defended 
by Cyrillus and Theoderet , two ſtout 
Champions for the Charch, who im- 
. ployed their whole ſtrength and power 
for the maintenance thereof, ſo that 
the remembrance of their pjous and 
noble actions will continue inall ages 
to their erernall praiſe and commen- 
dation,

peace, by reaſon of his inſolence and 


lJubricity, 
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fubricity, for which the greatandpo- 
werfull men of his Kingdome enforced 
him , having already reigned _ three 
yeeres, to flye into the Kingdome of 
7 huringia, there roexpect the iflue of 
his fortune. But before his departure, 
his friend Y1dozrere, ( or as others re- 
port Gaiemans) gave him his word 
and promiſe, breaking a peece of Gold 
betweene them, the King keeping the 
one halfe, andhe the other, adviſing 
the King that hee ſhould boldly returne- 


 whenhe ſhould receive the other halfe 


from him. =, | 
Hereupon the French choſe in his 
place Giles or Gillon Governour of $9- 
://ons under the Romans, who reigned 
as King E. yeares, in the end whereof 
Chilperic was re-appealed by Videmare. 
who had ſo dexteroutly carried him- 
ſelfe, that Gzlles himſelfe wroughthis 
owne ruine & hatred which the French 
conceived againſthim. Chilperic here- 
upon endeavouring the recovery of his 
Kingdome , gained a great battaile 
again(r

againſt his Enemy Agripprna, which the 
French {furnamed Coloyze. But in his re- 
eurne hee fought an ll requirall toſo 
good a friend and Hoſt the King Baſir 
of Thuringia, becauſe hee rooke away 
with him Baſrrs Wite and Queene, car- 
Tying her with him inta Fraxce, and of 
her begat Clovis. Trithemins the Ab- 
bor ſawh., that the Dutchies and Coun- 
ries wereerected and inſtituted by Chil- 
pericin France , who diſtributed them 
ro thoſe of his blood. Bur it is more 
apparent, that the French comming 
mOGarle, retained onely the generall 
olicy which the Romans had chere 
planted, with che nominations of the 
Dutchies and Connties, which denomi-- 
- nate no more than Provinces general: 
or fubalterne. The Bretons of Ganle 
Armoricknnder him rooke their begin- 
ning Anno Domini 4&o. as allo tne Ro- 
man Empire ceaſed in the Welt, 47s 
Dom. 477. Chiperic breathed his laſi 
11 the 24. veare of his Reigne, about 
the.yeare 42.4. 
| The 
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The firſt part of Chilphericks Life 
and Rezgne was much diſgraced by hits 
vicious government, and his owne 
ations, oppreſling his Subjects, and for 
his Jaſts fatisfaction , - abuling their 
Wives and Daughters : But afterward, 
being awak'd by atHfiction; and touch'd 
with the ſenſe of his former wrongs, he 
changed his courſe of Life , and rooke 
pleaſure onely in goodnefſſe, by. his 
converlion gaining the affection of the 
French. Thus Affliction doth inſtruc 
not deſtroy a minde capable of Reaſon; 
for as Winter ſtormes kill not the Tree, 
but keepe downe the wanton fappe, 
which aſcending in the Spring , makes 
it more frutfwl: fo by adverlity and 
misfortune the minde is ſomewhat op- 
preſt, butby vercue it 1s reviv'd, and 


| brings forth fruite of new conyerſion, 


and being dead unto former vices, lives 
onely to goodnefle, as this King, who 
inthe laſt part of his life conquer'd his 
deſires, and tryumph'd in that noble 
Victory.

vergxe,Albr, Anverene,andTholouze,no- 
thing remaining unconquered of Gave, 
but Provence, anda part of Lanewedor. 
Afterwards being honoured with a 
_ Patriciall dignity by the Emperour 4- 
naſtaſins, he removed himſelfe to P.1- 
r:5,where he eſtabliſhed the Regall fear 
of his Kingdome. Others afhirme. 
thatin defiance and deſpite of all his 
greateſt friends and kinſemen, who at 
that time commanded a great part of 
France, (1ezing their Eſtates and Lord- 
{hip:, prevented a diſturbatfon of his 
eſtate like to enſue. He reigned 30 
yeares, and lyesi1nhumed and St. Peter. 
and St.Paxl, now called St. Genoweſue, 
yeelding his laſt breath 4nmo Domin. 
513. leaying foure Children, Childe- 
vert,Ring of Paris, Clodomire of Orke- 
| ance, 
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ance, Clotharinus of Soyfſons, Theodo= 
7icke a baſtard, ſonne of his K, of Met ts, 
and two daughters ; belides that ſonne 
which wasflaine in the wars. The King- 
dome that was nts infancy of growth 
was twice mangled and diſmem- 
bred.

Anno 
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Anno Domini 577. diſpatched his ſonne 
Meroveys with an Army for the redu- 
cing ofthe Chuntries and Ciries ſcirua- 
ted upon the Kiver Loire; buthe inſtead 
—_— ſervice, went direfly to Rozen, 
where by the advice of the Arch-biſhop 
Pretextatus,he married Brunehault,the 
Widow of the foreſaid $igisbert. 
Whereupon his father wasenraged.and 
after having diſperſed the forces of the 
ſaid ſflaine S7gisbert, which came and 
aſſaulted him neare $07ſſons, heſhutup 
Meroveus 1n a Monaſtery at Mans, and 
afterwards ſent his other ſonne into 
Gmienne, for the recovery of ,whatſce- 
ver had beene in $27sberts poſſeſſion :

cameroage, Afterwards in the yeare 


657, 
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. 657, $icebert perſwading himſelfe that 
he ſhould have no ifiue, adopred Childe- 
bert., fonne of Grizuoald , Miayre of his 
Palace as his fonne : but afrerhaving a 
ſ-n borne to him , whom he named 
Dazobert , atlis deceale hee lefrhim ro 
ſucceede under the charge of Grimoald, 
who cauſed the Infant Daegobert robe 
tranſported into Scotland by Dude, Bi- 
ſhop of Porters, there to be made a 
Monke , and cauſed his owne ſonne 
Childebert to be crowned King of Au- 
ftraſce ; which cauſed the King Clewzr, 
accompanied with his Mayre Ercem- 
bault, to give him þatrayle, in which 
they were both taken, and carryed ro 
Paris , where they dyed. By reaſon 
whereof Clovzs iniftituted his ſecond 
ſonne Ciilderic King of Axſtraſe, and 
appointed IValfroy tor Mayre of his Pa- 
lace, After that there being a great 
famine, Clowis tooke ail the Plare and 
Treaſure our of the Church of St; De- 
2s, and gaveit tothe paore, andin 
recompence thereof hee exempred that 
E 2 Abby 
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Abby from the ſubjeQion of the Biſhop 
of Paris. . He departed this life to a bet- 
rer, An. Dom. 665, in the 21.yeare of 
his age, or as others, 23, and lyerh at 
St. Denis , expecting a glorious Refur- 
recon. 

This .King and many other his ſuc- 
ceſſors, retained nothing of Soveraign- 
ty, but rhe name and habilements of 
Kings, having reſignd their Regall 
power totheir Mayres. For after they 
had committed all their Authority to 
theſe Vice-kings, they themſelves did 
never appeare1n publick, bur on the firſt 
day of May, and then in their Chariots, 
ſtuck with flowers, and Urawne with 4. 
Oxen, No finters were admired co the 
Kings preſence, who in his Chamber 


ſarfetred on all kind ofpleaſure, while | 
rhe Sabjedts complained onely |to the | 


Mayre, and by him had their wrongs re- 


dreficd ; for the whole government, |} 
which belonged unto the Kings, was | 


now ordered by Mayres: yer this King 


was happy in his Conſort and Queene |

Clotharius 3. the 13. King of France. 
Anno 666. 
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S@ His Clotharius the third , the el- 
T deſt ſonne of Clovzs , ſucceeded 
<&=S73 inthe Regall power, Anno Dom. 
666, (his brother Childeric or Childe- 
E 3 bert 
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bertand Theodoric being very young) 
Clotharizs permitted the {way of go- 
vernment tohis Mother Batirilde, and 
his Mayre of Palace Ercembanlt , or 
Freich , whom ſome are of opinion to 
have beene entirnled Duke of France, 
and after the death of this, hee entertai- 
ned one Ebreininhis place, ( oras the 
Al;:tine Chronicles ſay)Eberwin,a Gey- 
»:1n borne, a man cruell, malicious, 
and wicked , who was pretcrred unto 
him by the French. 

He was the firſt, that, abuimg the im- 
becillity and Infancy of his Maſter, rai- 
{{d the power and authority of his 


_owne dignity roſucha heighth 1t never 


had before, ſhghting and miſprizing 
che Majeſty and grearneſie of Kings :1n- 
ſornnch that afterwards nothing, of 
whar 1mpcrrance foever , muſt paſſe 
withcur the epprebatien of thoſe 
Mayres , all the Principality (as ir 
were } being toicly in their breaſts and 
power, {waying, yea, and limiting the 
expences of their Kings, as they liſt 

| them= 


nee 
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themfclves: making Warres, Peace, Al- 
tjances, Ordinances and Cuſtomes of 
the Kingdome at their pleafare, Some 
Chronicles ſay, that the Kings living at 
theireaſe and pleaſares, thewed them- 
ſelves bur once a yeare in publicke upon 
the firſt day of May in a generall affemn- 
bly, which was held eyery yeare for the 
publick aftatres of the Kingdome, ina 
place called The Field of Mars, where 
they rode ina Chariot drawne by foure 
Oxen, accompanied with the chiefe 
of the Baronry, as well hearing the 
complaints of their Subjects, as giving 
audience ro Embaſladors of forraigne 
Princes; all which they received ar the 
ſecond hand from their Mayres, This 
Clotharius was ſurprized by a Feayer, 
whereofhedyed, having reigned foure 
yeares, withourleaving any 1{Ine, Anno 
Dom. 670. Theodoric undertakes the 
government of the Kingdome , bur 
through the turmoyles berweene him 


and Ebroir Mayre of the Palace, the 


{ubjects enforcedhim ro a Monaſticke 
kD E 4 hte 
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life at St. Denis, and Ebroin at Leuxs 
exl in the Franche Conte. Clotharius 
Jyes at St. Denis in France. The com- 
polition ofhis minde was cruell, which 
che ſubjects felt in heavy taxations, by 
himimpoſed, ſaying thar plenty and 
peace made them forgetfull of their du» 
ty. Andof him and his ſacceſſors ir 
may be (aid, that they left nothing me- 
morable, but that they lefr no memo- 


Hee may be reckoned among thoſe 
Kings that were living Pictures of So- 
veraignty, ſhewed every yeare tothe 
people, and ſo pur up againeinto his 
Chaniber : but if Vertae be aQtive, and 
confiſts in doing good , how could 
Kings thinke that they might rule by 
their Deputies? Yonnever knew that 
Flock of ſheepe did thrive , when the 
Shepheard committed them to the 
care of an Hirelins, or a Boy and a 
Dogge, fkorthen the poore theepe are 
torneby Bryars : ſoarethe poore ſab- 
xasby oppreſiions , when Kex dormit 
fſecurys, 
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ſecurzs , when the King {leepes, and 


ſuffers his Mayres ro governe him and 


his Realine. Therefore it 1s ſaid, that 
no man is good in regard of the no- 
biliry of his Birth, bur for the ex- 
cellency of his Vertne : For true No- 
biliry dependeth of Vertue, and all 
other things are of Fortune. Burt this 
was the deted of theſe times that made 
ſoveraigne power have aweake aſpect, 
and not to looke ſo fineand cleare asit 
would have done, for this King and 
many others were then butlike Pictures 
in Arras: yet for allhis cruelty, they 
beſtowed upon him thoſe funeral! 
Rites which appertained to Soveraign- 
ty, andinhumed himamongſt the for- 
mer Kings.

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they had made Monkes, and confined 
into Monaſteries. This Childeric, who 
was 41nan of no great wit, and diflo- 
lure , confined ( faith Sigebert ) Leger 
Bijop of Authnr , a man of aholy hte, 
ro the Monaſtery of Laxem - Neverthe- 
tefle rhe Supplement of 1datins athrmes 
tharhe was ſo gracious with him, that 
he was in a manner as Mayre of the Pa- 
lace. Hecanſed a Gentleman to be 1g- 
nominicutly whipped , who was of 
Franconia,called Bodille , by which tact 
he excited {uch a ſcandall againſt [ym- 
ſcltc, and a generall harred of moit part 
of che Nobility of his Realme, that they 
all rebelled againſt him, after rhe ex- 
awple of 1:golvert( alias) Wigobert,and 
Amalbert , giving ſuch an occaſion to 
Bedille, that he ſought all occations of 
revenze for the notorious diſgrace hee 
had received from-him : who on a day 
cipying him comnung from Hunting, 
cauſed him ro be murthered by theat- 


liftance of his Complices, who alſo ſhew- 


cd no more 1nercy to his Queene and 
Wite 
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Wife Bli#/de, although ſhee were great 


with child ; which was a cauſe that Ul- 
foalde fled imto Axfiraſie, and that the 
Lords of France, by the advice of Leger 
Biſhop of Arthur, tooke Leudeſil , the 
ſonne ofthe late Ercembault, for Mayre 
of the Palace, who (as ir ſeemes to 
Aymoynus and Ado ) raking Theoderic 
our of the Monaſtery , eſtated him in 
the Regall Throne. 
Childeric 3nd his Wife were funebri- 
ally interred in the Church of St. Ger- 
man des prez, lez, Paris, CAnno Domint 
676,and ſeven yeares after that by the 
generall conſent of the Frenchmen hee 
was called out of Auſtraſte togoverne 
the Kingdome of France, Hee lefr no 
iſſue 5 Sizebert and Panlus A milins 
{cerzetoconfound the Hiſtory, being 
ot opinion that Childeric reigned after 
Cictharius 12. yeares, and Theedoric 
In afrer him : but others hold 
tharche reigne of Theodoric continued 
r9,inthe which rhey number the yeares 
of his being x Monke, Chlderick being 
ſubſtitu-

ſubſticured inhis place. This King was 
another of the ſame ſtampe with the 
former , by nature enclined to tyranny 
and cruelty , diſgracing his well-begun 
reigne with a bad concluſion: for Kings 
mounted on the top of Honour, and 
beholding their ſubjed&s with con- 
tempr, thruſt forward by flatrery or am- 
bition, doe eafily become Tyrants. And 
as this Kings life did not ſhew hand- 
ſome, ſo his death plotted ard effetted 
by Bedi/e, didinftruct Kings not to diſ- 
honour or centemne their Nohility,he-

ing theirright Arme. Andalfoitſhew- - 


ed, that a diſgracefull puniſhment in- 
flicted on a Gentleman, doth rouch the 
quicke ofthe ſoule with a deepe appre- 
henſion, for being of a freer tender na- 
ture, they ſcorne as much to receive an 
injury, as doeany , and therefore they 
accountit Jnſtice to revenge, though 
they dyeinthe confirmation ofthe act : 


This appeares by Bodille,whoconcealed 


her anger,untill like Lightning itſtruck 
the King before it was ſeene; for he muſt

and confuſion through the death of 
Childeric, wentand affaulted Lendeſce, 
from whom hee recovered the Royall 
Finances. Afterwards purſuing bim, 
he,contrary to his promiſe,cauſed him 
ro be put to death, and canfing him- 
ſelfe to bee re-eſtated in that dignity 
of which formerly hee had beene de- 
prived, perſecuted all thoſe tharhad any 
way oppoſed him, filling all Frazce 
with murtherous crnelties : infomuch, 
thathe pur to death Leger, Biſhop of 
Authun, and his brother Guerin. 
Whilſt the Azſtraſtans ſubſtituted Pe- 
tin, Heyiſted, eMiire of the Palace of 
Auſtraſte , inthe place of Viſoa!d, and 
appoynted for his Coadjuror Martir, 
his Conſen German', fonne of Clo- 
dulphe, ſecond Sconne of S. Armniph. 
Whereof Ebroin being advertiſed, went 
to give them battaile at a place called 
Locofic, where Pepin was enforced to 
berake himfelfe into Auſtrafre for ſafe- 
ry,and Martin to Laor : From whence 
Ebroin , upon his word given him in 
way 
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way of promiſe , ferchthim out, and 
cauſed him to be put to death. Imme- 
diately hereupon Hermonfroy flew 
Ebroin, and tor refuge betooke him. 
ſelfe ro Pepin. By the reaſon where- 
of, Theodoric took to bee Maire of the 
Palace one named Warator, a man well 
adviſed, who having beene ſupplanted 
and undermined by his ſonne Gifle- 
mare,who dyed ſhortly after, entered 
into the State, although hee kepr ir 
notlong, bnr dying left ir in the 
hands and power of Fertaire., who in 
ſach a high narure diſguſted rhe 
Lords and Nobility of Fraxce, 
that they withdrew their affeftion from 
him, and there went ( namely Andr ans- 
ne andReole) to conſult with Pepin 
fora Warre upon Theodoric the King, 
and Bertaire, who was neare Taxieres 
in Yermandois defeated, and the ſaid 
Bertaire (|Þine by ſome that purſued 
him. Whereupon Theoderic made a 
peace with Pep, and gave him the 
office of Maire of his Palace , ” 
hee 
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he already had that of Auſtraſre. Pepirt 
being deſirous rocompole the marters 
of 4»ſtracy in order, inſtiruted Norbert 
as his Lievrenant in Fra#ce, in his 
abſence. Afterwards he made his elde(t 
ſonne Drogox Duke of Campagne : Pe- 
pin began to governe in France, A4nnd 
Domini 687. 

Theodoric deceaſed 688. having 
reigned nineteene yeares , - beeing 
a wonderfull patient King, and 
one that wouldnor be moved with a- 
ny ſmall diſaſter rhac ſhould have hap- 
pened unto him, either through the 
Divine Power, or Humane Refi- 
ſtance. Hee lefc behinde him three 
Sonnes, Clovis, Clotharins, and Chil- 
debert. 

This King being onely a picture of 
Soveraignty,withour any active moti- 
on, Ne vixiſſe inutilis olimt, videa- 
tur , left iſſue to ſhew that he had li- 
ved. Heſatelike a patient man, and 
beheld rhe Tragedies playd by the 


Mayres, as they had beene a game of 


F Tables, 
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Tables, untill P-p;z wonne the ſer and | 


Soveraignty of France. 

This King was of a ſlow diſpoſition, 
not contemning, but neglecting the 
World ; for if he had onely ſhghted 
earthly glory, he would have violated 
Curins, who when the Sammwztes 
brought him great ſtore of Treaſure, 
as he was ſitting by the fire ſide , hee 


ſaid, Non aurur haberi praclarum ſibi | 


videri dixit ; ſedeis, qui habercnt au- 
rumimperare : He accounted it no 
glory to have ſtore of Gold, bur ro 
governe thoſe that had ſtore of gold. 
This was a magnanimiry of minde, 
but a dejected minde in a Prince, 
ſuffering, a Subje& ro over-toppe 
him, did not expreſſe the Cou- 
rage of a Czjm, or an Alexan- 
der, thar dclir'd to bee Monarchs 
of the whole world.

DI Sb cer the deceaſe of Theodorich, 
2A\S Clovis, his eldeſt ſonne, began 
Sv his Reigne in his minority, Anno 

Domini 689, having Pepin tor Mayre of 

his Palace, who was ſurnamed Heriſtel, 

ſonae of Axſigiſe, under whom France, 
that heretofore ſeemed to hee divided. 


v 2 and 
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and (as it were) diſmembred, ſeemed 
now tobe as an entire body, as former- 
ly irhad beene, and began to recover its 
_ Inſtre and honour, which 1t 
ad in a mannerloſt by the precedent 
diviſions, and inteſtine difſentions ; 
which alſo had given an occaſion to 
the Aquitars and Gaſcognes to range 
apart under the government of one 
proper and peculiar Prince , whom 
_ they ſtyled Dake ; an occaſion that 
Roderic of Toledo tooke to make men- 
tion of one called Loxp who was about 
that time. 

_ Clovis reigned (according to the 
Contivator of Gregory of Tours, Ado, 
and Sigebcrt) onely foure yeares , al- 
thongh Aimoynus , through the de- 
faule of Writers, acknowledgeth but 
two yeares. And it ſeemes that in 
his time the $axons and Swedes, who 
upon the occaſion of the precedent 
Warres by the fucceſfſjon of times, 
had withdrawne themſclyes our of rhe 
obedience ro the French , were by 
Pepin 
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Pepin ſummoned to rheir duty, And 
becauſe they made him know that 
they would not performe any ſuch 
thing but upon compulſion, hee paſ- 
ſed over the Khine with an Army a» 
gainſt tem, wherewith hee gave 
them ſuch downe-right knocks, that 
he beate them inro a ſubjeCtion ac- 
cording to his defire. By the imeanes 
whereof France for ſome ſpace of time 
continued in peace , recovering by lit- 
tle and little its authoriry and renowne 
amongſt other Nations and ſtrangers. 
Wherefore Clsvis had no leafare to en- 
Joy a long content, becauſe hee dyed, 
although young, (as itis ſaid ) leaving 
the ſucceſſion to his brother Chz/debert., * 
LAN. Dom.692. Theplace of his death 
or interrment 15 not mentioned in any 
Authors. 


This King reigned but foure yeares, 
and therefore his Character may bee

thar P2piz made warre upon Ratbod, 
F 4 Duke 
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Duke of Frizeland, who was as yet a 
Pagan and an Idolater ; ſo that he being 
overthrowne, Pepiz would not grant 
him any conditions of peace, unlefſe he 
would permit a Monke called Wilebrox, 
( ali$s )Clement, a learned and vertuous 
man, might freely give inſtructions to 
the Frizons inthe Chriſtian Religicn ;

Pepe on the other parthea- 
ring that Norbert his Lieutenant of 
Maireſhip of France was deceaſed, ſub- 
{titrated his ſecond ſonne Grimealdin 
the place, and cauſed him to marry 
T heudeſinde, Daughter of Ratbsd,Duke 
of Frizeland. 

About five yeares after, Drogon, the 
jonne of Pepin, Duke of Champagne, 
dyed, (as Adonoteth)) Arno Dom.708, 
buraccording to $zgebert, 699, whoſe 
eſtates were by Pepz given to his ſonne 
Thibault : after thar, ſeeing the Swedes 
to rebell againſt Chldebert, under rhe 
conduct of Yilarizs he ſent Amepos Bi- 
{hop againſt them with a powerfull Ar- 
my, which overthrew them, faith 4do, 
Childebert deceaſed Ar. Dom.710 , ha- 
ving reigned 17, yeares, leaving iſſue, 
Dagobert, Clowis, and Daniel. 

Thar whichis chiefly obſervable in 
this 
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this King, was his dotage on Alpazde, a 
faire& beantiful] Gentlewoman, whom 
heloved beyond all reſpe& of himſelfe, 
letting his Fame bleed ro death, woun- 
ded with a bad report for his inconri- 
nent life. For rhat King that is addicted 
rothe love of a woman, hath all his ſen- 
ſes ſo charmed, rhat he underſtands no- 
thing bur his pleaſure,and is quite given 
over to follow his owne wicked deſires.

a9 Agobert, the eldeſt ſonne of 

& Childebert , began his Reigne 
£089 4110 Dom. 710, according to 
Trithemins, Ado, and Aventine;not as 
Sigebert would have it, 716. There 1s 
not any memorable thing by Pepir: 
doneinhis time, found or read recom- 
mendable 
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mendable to poſterity, but onely the 
death of Grimoald, Maire of the Palace 
of France, which was Anno Dor. 714. 
1n Aprdl, who was miſerably ſlaine by a 
Suuldier, a Frizelarder., in the Church 
of St. Lambert, belonging to the See of 
Liege, wither he went to viſite his fa- 
ther Pepin thea lying ficke in his bed, 
whereof he dyed the ſame yeare, abour 
the midir of December, having execu- 
ted both the Maireſhips with great ho- 
nour for the ſpace of 27. yeares and a 
halfe, afrer he had ſurrogared Thibault 
_ tohis ſonne Grizzoal4tobe Maire. He 
reſigned the Mayery of Auſtraſte to a na- 
turall ſonne of his called Charles, whom 
hehad by his Concubine Alpaide, al- 
.ready perceiving in him the ſignes of a 
great Generolity, which enabled him 
for ſuch a charge, although hee were 
bur yet very young. Which gave an 
occafion to PoBrude , thelawfull wife 
of Pepin, cunningly to ſurprize him,and 
ro1mpriſon him in the City of Cologne, 
; as well for the Novyercall jealouſic =_ 
| ha 
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had ofhim , as for having meanes alſo 
roruinethe eſtate of Azſtraſte, as allo 
of France, being in'the hands of her 
younger ſonne Thzbault, aſſuring, her- 
ſelfe that the managing of buſineſſes 
would pafſe well enough under his 
name : But the Frenchmen not willing, 
to be governed by a Woman, being 
grieved alſo that the office of the Maire 
ſhould be hereditary , which formerly 
had beene by EleGion, madean inſur- 
rection againſt Thibault, whom they 
forced to flye into the Forreſt Cocie. Af- , 
ter that they choſe Ranfroy for Mayre : 
The fame yeare 714. Dagober t dyed, ha- 
ving reigned 5. yeares. 

This King was difſwaded from the «© 
love of Alpaide, by Lambert Bifhop of - 
I' tre , whom this cruell Dame in re- 
venge cauſed to be flaine by her brother 
Dodon , ſtrucke after the acting this 
Murder, with a diſeaſe of wormes, the 
ſrench whereofhe being not able roen- 
dure, threw himſelfe headlong into the 
River of Mezze.

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toaffright rhe finfull ſoule , a King thar 
kad bctore lived ina moſt voluptuous 
manner, that madea Whore the Center 
of allhis tnoughrs , thinking all happi- 
neſle to be contained within that cir- 
cumfercnce, having loſt his reaſon, and 
being wholly governed bya petty-coar, 
what 2 ſad and farall end did he meetre 
wirhall ! Forpleaſure comes with a faire 
sllaring face, termpting to taſte cf her 
Circes Cup, but when. ſhee turnes her 
backe, ſhe hath a ragged ugly ſhape, 
which offends the ſight, and brings the 
mind toſadrepentance. This King had 
highly finned, and now wormes began 
robebold with him, andeate his living, 
fleſh, ſothar corruption did not follow 
attcr death, but contrery to nature hee 
rotted and corrupted while he lived, 
untill the worme ©&t conſcience tormen- 
red his ſoule ; a miſerable death atten- 
ding a bad life.

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Clotharius the 4, 19 King of France. 
Anno 719. 


W7 -codoric,who was the fifreenth 
we King of France, was brother to 
the Kings, Clozrs the third, and Childe- 
bert the ſecond, and Uncle ro Dagobert 
the ſecond; and by the plots of Charles 
Martel, uponthe deccaſe of Dagobert, 


Was 
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was made King. For, hee perceiving 
thar the greateſt part of the French had 
conftirated King,acertaine Darzel/, a 
man of the Royall blood , whom they 
had drawne out of the Monaſtery, and 


nominated him Chilperic the ſecond ; 


he, by force of Armes having valiantly 
fought ir ont in the field, and victori- 
ouſly overthrowne them, (as hereafter 
ſhall be mentioned) made himſelfe Ma- 
ſter of all Frazce, and from thence- 
forth Charles Martelagainſt his will was 
made King : Buthe knowing that the 
French, that could not containe them- 
ſelves without a King, arid would not 
admit any to the Title, but thoſe of the 
Royall blood, knowing alſohimſelfe 
not ſo deſcended, he cauſed this Clotha. 
r:us tobe Crowned King , as the nexr 
of blood z; notthathee thoughc hin 
worth ſuch a dignity as rhat ofa King- 
dome, bur for a gaining, ofauthoriry by 
this faire pretext, and forthe transfer- 
ring of the Crown? of France by little 


and little ro his Children, which after- 
wards 
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wards came to paſſe. For under the 
name of Clotharius, Charles Martel did 
what he pleated, which ſo fortunately 
ſucceeded daily,thar by this meanes he 
made a ſealing-Ladder for his ſonne 
Pepin tothe Crowne : So, that Cls- 
tharins the fourth, was made but 
an imaginary or titulary King, who 
didnor any thing worthy of memory, 
becauſe hee reigned not above two 
yeares or little longer : andin the time 
ofhisreigne, all France was in great 
Factions and Divifions , by the reaſon 
of ſo many pretendants tothe Office of 
Maire of the Palace : alſo that Charles 
Martel had after him the entire govern- 
ment of the wholeKingdome,and come 
mand of all ; inſomuch, that he was cal- 
led,Prince of the French-men, great Ma= 
ſter and Governonr of France : And 
Clotharins had but the bare title of 
King : which isa cauſe that, Paulus A 
milizs, and other Hiſtorians haye 
notinſerted him into the Catalogue 
of the Kings of France. The 
'® afore- 
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aforeſaid Clotharins deoeaſed about the 
yeare719,and lyeth inhumedat Nancy. 

This King, having not the power of 
a King was like a Picture of Majeſty,for 
ſome yearsexpoſed to the publick view, 
but afterwards death drew a Curtaine 
berween him and the world, and then 
he was ſoone forgotten, whereas vertue 
doth give a ſecond life to Princes, while 
their name 1s preſerved freſh in memo- 
ry: For Sola virtus expers Sepulchri. 

Vertue alone can never aye, 
But liveth ſtill in memory. 

And therfore that excellent monument; 
better than any Marble ſtone cur into 
forme by CarversArt,1s the ſtatue of the 
mind.not that of the body : for Statue 
huinſmodi relinquende.que virtatis int 
mu menta HUg1Ss » quam ſtature corpo- 
Tis. 
That King doth need no Tombe eutout by Art, 
Whoſe Fame doth live in every $ubje&s heart. 


Daniel 
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Daniel (ali4s) Chilperic 20, Kirg 
of France. Anno 719. 
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was taken ontof che Monaſtery tobee 
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madeKing ; 2nd his former name was 
changed into Chilperic, Anno Domint 
715. In the beginning of his Reigne 
he entered into a confederacy with 
Ratbode Duke of Frizeland. In the 
meane time Charles eMartel eſcaped 
the impriſonment of his Step-mother 
PleFrude : and as hee madeall poſlible 
meanes and waies for the recovery of 
his right, before that hee could effect a- 
ny thing, he was by Ratbode defeated, 
neare the cHeuſe, before that Rain- 
froy, and Chilperic conld come to 
charge him. Nevertheleſſe, Anno 
Domini 716, after, as the French- 
#1en went with a Convoy ofan infinite 
treaſure of monyes from the parts 
neareCologne, which PleFrude had gi- 
ven them. Charles Martel ſet upon 
rhem with ſuch a tury, chat he enfor- 
ced them to forſake it neare unto Al- 
bis. By the meanes whereof, taking 
heart for this his firſt fortunate en- 
rerprize, heoverthrew RKaixfroy, and 
Chilperic, CAnno Domini 717. the 
21 
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21 of March,neare unto Yinciate, who 
came with an intent of an ample re- 
venge, Charles by this victory afſi- 
ring himſelfe of the French, defrous 
to reduce the reſt of the Kingdome of 
Aruſtyacy, entered by force into Cologne, 
and forced PleFrxde to ſurrenderunto 
him all his Fathers Treaſures. And 
for the greater validity of his cauſe, 
puts one forward ( whom ſome e- 
ſteeme ro have beene the UIncle of 
the laſt King Dagobert, called Clo- 
tharius, or Lotharius ) forcing him 
to take upon himtheritle and name of 
King : with him afterwards hee 
went to encounter Chzlperic, and 
Rainfroy, who by the  meanes of 
Eude Duke of Aquitan, or Gaſcogne, 
were deſtitute of their Forces, being 
by him defeated, and oyerthrowne in 
Champagne, inſomuch, that for ſafery 
Chilperic retired to the ſaid Duke with 
all his Treaſures :; Ano Domini 719. 
Clotharixs, the titulary King, deparred 
this life, whereupon Charles Martel 
G3 ſent 
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ſent rademand King Chzlperze of Ewde, 
tharhe might bee ſent untohim : by 
whom he was after wards acknowledg- 
ed as a King, and entertained Exde, 
into his amity and love. Chilperic al- 
ſo a yeare after deceaſed, Anno Dow. 
220, haying reigned five yearesanda 
halfe in a troubleſome and rurbulent 
Stare, which was ſcarce ſercled in all 
the time of his Reigne : Charies Mar- 
tel, with Clitharius, ( or Lotharixs, 
who had tocke the nameand title of 
King ) rajifmg many perturbations 
inhis Kmgdome : Bur Death ar length 
drew tis dayes ro a period, after 
his great and manifold troubles, and 
lyerh interred art Noor. 
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Theodoric 21. King of F rance. 
Anno-720s 


Heedoric was by Charlef Martel 
(abſtitured ro Chilperic, Anno 
Domini 720. and reigned one- 
ly titulary, as others had done before 
him, for the ſpace ofeighteene yeares. 
Charles Martel left Anion to Rainfroy, 
G 4 upcn 
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upon condition, that hee ſhould refigne 
the office of Mayre, and after thar 
went to terrifie and chaſtiſe the Saxons, 
who had rebelled :at which time Kat- 
bead Duke of Frizelanddyed A.D.727. 
He bronght the #lmaines into ſuch 
a ſervitude tothe Frezch, that before 
that time they never performed. Afﬀ- 
rerwards, having enforced PleFrude 
to come to an agreement, he marched 
into Aquitaz, againſt Exde, where in 
the way hee, by agenerall Parliament, 
made himſelfe ro bee ſtiled Prince of 
the Frexch. Whereupon Exde, more 
enraged than vanquiſhed , incired the 
Saracers Of Spaine, by the meanes of 
enguoce,Lord of Lerdane his ſonne in 
Law their ſervant, whom Charles en- 
countred before Toxrs, and gave them 
anoverthrow by the aſſiſtance of the 
faid Ende, who was enforced to take 
his part by reaſon of the inſolencyes 
committed by the Saracens, who had 
now come downe into his Countrey. 
In this expedition hee gained the ſir- 
name 
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name of Martel, fur the Mortality he 
made of his enemies, Afrer the 
ending of this warre, he went apainſt 
the Burgundians , topuniſh them for 
their rebellion, -and alſo thoſe of Prs- 
vence. Afﬀterthat, knowing the death 
of Ende,he reduced Gxienneand Aqui- 
taine 1ato his obedience, diſ-inheriting 
Gaifer and Walde the ſonnes of Exde; 
who retiring themſelves into Gothlard, 
and Septimany(alias ) Languedoc, reco- 


vered by the afiſtancezof the Yiſegoths, 


a part of Gxienne, in the meane time 
that Aartel was in warres again(t Pe- 
pix,the ſonne of Ratbodjwhom he over-= 
threw, and forced the Frizons to be- 
come Chriſtians. After, having ſenc 
backe his Vncle Childebrandagainſt the 
Viſfegoths and Saracens, who had pol. 
ſeſſed Avignon, himſelfe went toquell 
Burgundy, nowupona revolt, and by 
the aide of Lzitprand, King of the 
Lombards he went to drive Athin out 
of Narbox, and out ofall Largnedec, 
and PFrovence,all which he ſubmitted = 
the 
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the Crowne of France, and hee tooke 
away the Earledome of HMarſiles from 
Count Morice, who had delivered .Ax- 
vignon to the Suracens, Theodoric 
dyed abour the yeare 740. | 

Itwasauſuall caſtome for great War- 
riers and Souldiers in thoſe times to 
_ getſome titular addition ro their name; 
as Alexand:y was called 7Ile magnus ; fo 
Martel was ſo {irnamed, 9z4fs mortalzs, 
OorMartialzs,becauſe he was mortal itt his 
expeditions,.& full of martiall valour;he 
was the firſt founder of the ſecond Race 
of the French Kings,and cherefore muſt 
needes be a man of great vercue , ſince 
the raiſers of private families are either 
Saints or Divells, that get honour by 
vertue,orgoe tohell fort, to leave it to 
their Poſtericy.

At their departure out of Bavaria, Am. 
Dem. 744. they went againſt the Sax- 
05, whom they cnforced to undergoe 
cheir accuſtomed yoake, giving their 
Duke Theodoric as an Hoſtage, who 


upon 
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upon his owne word was ſent backes 
but the yeare following hee was againe 
taken ina relapſe ofa new reyolr againſt 
the French. An. Dom. 746. Carlowan 
became a Monke of Mount SoradGe in 
Tuſcany, and afterward at Mount Caſſie. 
Whereupon Pepiz reduced the whole 
Monarchy into his fole power. After- 
wards hee purſued his brother Griffon, 
who had retired himſelfe into Saxony, 
and 'from thence into Bavaria, from 
whence Pepz having fiſht him, hee 
brought him inte Fraxce, and gave him 
the Dukedome of Azgely in Normand;. 
After this Pepin affecting to joyne ro 
himſelfe both the name and the Royall 
Authority , wrought with Pope Za- 
chary by Bouchard Biſhop of Vitsbourg , 
and by Yelrade his Domeſticke Chap- 
laine ſofarre, that the Stares of France 
aſſembling at Soyſons, following the 
ceclaration of Pope Zachary , degraded 


_ Childericand his wife Giſale, and ſent 


them to live a Monaſticke life in the 
Countrey of Bavaria, 4nns Do. 7 52.

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Thus was the Merovear race deprived 
of irs honour 293. yeares after the death

forced ro be religions, and being de-

createdinan Aflembly of three Eſtates 
ofthe Kingdome, Prince and Duke of 
the Frenchmen, more haughty and il- 
huſtrious than that of Mayre of the Pa- 
lace, wherewith his Predeceſſours were 
contented, and the Kings that reigned

Pepin having beene apaine 
annointed and crowned in the Church 
of St. Denis by Pope Stephen, ſucceſſour 
to Zachary , who came todemand ayde 
of him againſt 4ſtu{ph King of the Lo:- 
bards , paſſed over the Alpes, and two 
ſeverall rimes pur the King Aſt#lph into 
ſach ſtreighrs and extremities , that he 
was conſtrained ro ſurrender 'to the 
Popeduties belonging to St. Peter, the 
Segniory of Ravenna, and all that hee 
could claime in Romania : wheteupon 
the Emperour of Conſtantineple, to 
whom thoſe Territories did belong, 
being much diſcontented, An.Dom.759 
overthrew the rebellious Saxozs, and 
compelled them to pay tribute at every 
generall Parliament of France 300. 
Horſe fit for ſervice of Warre. From 
thence hee went againſt Waifer, Duke 
and Governour of Aquitaine, anden- 
forced him ro come toa compoſition, 
which nevertheleſſe had no effeCtuall i{- 
{ue, untillhee had defeated him in di- 
vers batrailes , and raken the greateſt 


pare 
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part of his principall Cities. Which 
Waifer perceiving, and the taking of 
his Mother, Siſters, and Nieces, was 
enforced tocommit the reſt of his for. 
tunes to the hazard of a Battaile neare 
Perigord, where, with the day he loſt 
his lifealſo, and his Principality like- 
wiſe. 

Moreover Aquitaine received a go- 
vernour (whoin thoſe times was ſtyled 
Dake) from the appointment of the 
King, and was reunited to the Crowne 
of France. Pepin retreating with his 
Army, was arreſted with a fit of fick- 
neſſe at the ſire of Death , whereby he 
paid Nature what he was indebted, the 
24. Of September , inthe 54. yeare of his 
age, Anno Domini 768, leaving by 
' mis Queene Berthe, Charles , and Chay- 
lemaine, to whom by a partage they 
made berweene them , the Occidentall 
partof Frarce, together with Burgun- 
ay, and Aquitaine befell to Charles, 
whoeſtabliſhed his Seate at Noyor - and 
to Charlemaine the Orientall , where- 
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under the Provinces on this (ide the 
Rhine were compriſed , and held his 
Court at Soyſſons. 

This King was the firſt of the ſecond 
Race, under whoſe vertuous govern- 
ment the happineſle of France was 
much improved , and in his ſonnes 
Reigne; but Vertuc being no inheri- 
tance deſcending to pcſterity, the glo- 
ry cfthe Kingdome by the vices of ſuc- 
ceeding Kings declined, ſhewing thar 
Grace and Goodneſle are the abſolute 
freegifts of God. Thar which aſſured 
him of his Subjects love , and made 
him become gracious in their eſtimati- 
on, was his honourable Actions, fol- 
lowed by the love and obedience of his 
Subjets, for the attractive love of 
Vertue firmely cbliges ſubjects to their + 
Prince, and doth by a ſecret violence 
draw their atfections. Hislaſt act con- 
cluded inaRoyall death , being happy 
in his honours and hopefull Children,

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cellent Prince that ever reigned: And 
himſelfe by his vertue and yalopr gai- 


ning his ſubjects love, inſtructed Prin- + 


ces that the ſubjects love is the ſtrongeſt + 
guard, andthat Vertueis thebaſt pre- 
ſerver of Majeſty, giving a good and 
proſperous ſucceſſe unto all their a&i- 
ons by whom ſhe 1s embraced and day- 
ly followed, neverleaving them hope- 
leſe in any danger which may ſeeme to 
threaten them , but rather encourage 
and comfort their troubled fpirits with 
aſſurance of overcomming and with- 
ſtranding whatſcever may prove ob- 
noxions or hurtfull unto them, and 
laſtly, it, doth not onely enrich a man 
with all temporall bleſſings here in this 
life, buthereafter advance him ro im- 
mortall honour.

ly againſtthe Saxons, whom he fcr- 
ced to imbrace Chriſtianity.

tooke from the Sarazers in Spaire, 
Pampelonne, Saragoſa, and made many 
Kings 
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Kings tributaries : in his returne from 
thence the Gaſcognes ſlew moſt of the 
beſt men of France. Hee ſubdued the 
Bretons ofthe lower Brittagne, who 
hadrevolted : and Anno Domini 787. 
He tooke the fidelity of Adagiſe, Duke 
of Benevent,and of Trafilon, Duke of 
Bavaria, whereupon he confiſcated to 
his owne uſe, the whole Countrey of 
Bavaria, and enforced Theodor, and 
his ſonne to a Monaſticke life. Hee 
overthrew likewiſe the Sclavonians, 
- and the Yandals, who held the Conn- 
trey of Braudeboure, Malgebowre, and 
Pomerania, and alſo the Huns, and 
eAvarois, Who ar rhat time poſleſſed 
Pannonia.

Philo- 
ſophy, the Mathemaricks, and other 
Sciences, hee cald his paſtimes and 
companions of hjs ſword. Something 
he wrot in Pcetry for recreation, bur 

| $ hee 
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he eſpecially delighted in Hiſtory, the 
Regiſter ofnoble Actions. 
The Acts of Charlemaine in the 

Life of his Brorher Caroloman, were 
many , and moſt renowned, and alſo 
when he was King alone, but when 
he wasenſtalled Emperour, hecrowned 
all thoſe ations by his care of the 
Church, and his godly preparing for 
Death : for hee was muchenclined to 
ro the reading of ſuch Bookesas were 
for the betrering of his underſtanding, 
and which tended to the Itading of a 

vertuous and godly life; as may appeare 
by his ſpending three yeares in reading 
tae Bible and St. Auguſtines Bookes be- 
fore he dyed. And rhe Character of his 
Life was : That his vertue was the pa- 
terne of Princes, and his good fortune 
the ſubjet of their wiſhes.

PV Fy;s, Who was left the ſoleſon 
> of Charlemagne,was confecrated 

= at Rheimres by Pope Stephen, 
Anno Domini 814, Inthe beginning 
of his Empire, hereduced the Scluvo- 
nians, Serabes and Gaſcoignes under his 
obe- 
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' obedience who had revolted upon rhe 
death of Charlemaine : He held a Par- 
liamentat Ariz, wherehe cauſed his 
eldeſt ſonne Prince Lotharixs, to bee 
crowned Emperour with him.and cau- 
ſed his other ſonnes tobee Crowned 
Kings,giving unto Pepzx the Kingdome 
of Aquitaine,and to Lewzs the Dutchy 
of Bavaria, By reaſon whereof, his 
Nephew Bernard rebelled againſt him, 
who by a ſentence of the Emperours 
Counſaile had his eyes pulled our, 
whereupon hedyed with griefe. From 
thence Lewzs went againſt the Bretons, 
who had made an inſurrection , and 
chaced Lindeute, Governour of 4x- 
ſtria, out of Pannonia, And having 
Anno Domini 824. renewed his all:- 
ance with Michael the Emperonr of 
Conſtantinople ; and his wife Hermin- 
garde being dead,he marryed with Ju- 
dith, daughter of the Count Artolf, 
which 1d:th,becauſeſbe advanced hers 
ro the diſadvantage of the Emperours 
Children, was a cauſe that they raiſed 
an 
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an army againſt their Farther ; who ha- 
ving confined her into a Monaſtery of 
Ttaly, ſhewas put intoa Coffer at St.Me- 
dards of $0ifſſons,trom whence ſhe was 

conveyed out by the French Princes. 
L otharins ſeeing this, fled into 7taly : 
The troubles of France being appeaſed, 

the Danes and Normans ranſacked the 
Countrey of Zeland, and Frizland,;and 
alſo the Bretons rebelled. Alfothe Sara- 
cersmuch perplexed the Emperor in the 

chaſing them our of 7talyand Provence, 
who finding himſelfe neare his end,be- 

queathed unto his ſon Charles the Occi- 
dentall part of France,and by the death 
of Pepin, A.D.838. Aquitaine was added) 
& to Lotharins heletr the Empire, with 
the re(t of theKingdome of France;& to 
Lewjsthe kingdom of Bavaria.Lewzs be= 
ing diſconrenred at this partage, would 
needes rake Alwaine into his power : 
but having beene hindered two ſeverall 
times by the Emperours Army, 1h the 
end the Emperour dyed in an Iſle of 
the Ahine the fixtieth yeare of his age:

This Lew#s was of a milde and gentle 
diſpoſition, fitter rtobea Church-man, 
than a King;wherby he grew contemp- 
tible to his Subjects; yer mildenatures 
much provoked are violent inrevenge ;

ned him,then put onthis eyes, and all 
the Biſhops & noblemen his adherents: 
Hee indiſcreetly gave his ſonnes their 
portions,and thereby procured his own 
atfiction,arming them with ſtrength to 
rebell againſt their Father ; and for af- 
fection to Church-men he was by them 
cenſured for his cruelty to the Biſhops, 
to be confined roa Monaſtery, while 
the Clergy adhered to the rebellious 
Children againſt rhe father z whoſe late 


attempt was tochaſtiſe the inſolency of 


of his ſonne Lewzs ; but egcand griefe 
concluded his happineſſe, and the good 
old King having felt enough vexation 
intheunnaturall rebellion of his Chil- 
dren,forſooke the world, and fo found 
re{t and hnappines, Charles 
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Charles the Bald F mperor, and the 26. 
King of France, Anno 840. 


ae His Charles the Bald having at- 
I taincd to the Kingdome, 429 
Xe D-9m.345, made great Warrcs 
againſt I o1har 7115, until hee gave him 
battaile at Forteway - During theſe de-: 

bates the Bretozs revolted , and the 
Norman; Came eveniinto Parirto _ 
\ 5 ne 
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the Abby of St. German , inſomucti 
that Charles was enforced by money to 
hire them to a retreate. After this, 
Charles went againſt NeoweninsKing of 
Bretagne, whom he routed and defea- 
ted twice afterwards. Anno Dom. 851. 
after, CAquitaine fell into the hands of 
Charles, who encloyſtered his Nephews 
Pepin and Charles, Hee againe ovyer- 
threw the Bretons ; the Normans On 
the other {ide tooke the City of Nartes, 
confounding all with blood and fire, 
not ſparing the Biſhop who was then art 
Maſle. 
Fifteene yeares after the battaile at 
F ontnay,Charles the Bald made himſelfe 
tobeannomred King in the City of Li- 
moges. Lotharins became a Monke.,lea- 
ving the government to his ſon Lewis ; 
but that parc of Gazle beyond the 
mounraines , was divided betweene 
Charles and Lotharius his other ſonnes. 
Baldwin having eſpouſed the daughter 
of Charles the Bald without his conſent, 
mtheend was acknowledged as Sonne 
in 
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in law, to whom Charles gave the 
County of Flanders, andloſt Aquitaine, 
whereupon Lewis cauſed himſelfe to be 
Crowned King of Germany in the City 
of Sexs, while Charles was entertained 
in Warres againſt the Nor-rans : which 
herecoyered 4nno Domini 859,forcing 


his brother ro retreate into Germany. 


Anno Dom. 863. they entered into a 
League, Inthe meane time theregrew 
great troubles among(tthe Nobility of 
France , by the meanes whereof the 
Bretons came as farre as Poitiers, whence 
they were chaced by Charles, and Ar. 
Dom. 863. they were conſtrained to 
take their Kingdome and Dutchy by 
faith of homage to him. And Are 
Dor. 869. hee was elected King of Lo- 
raineby the death of his- Nephew Lo- 
tharins. He was alſo crowned Emperor 
Anno Dom. 875.by the death ofhis Ne- 
phew Lewjs , which hee enjoyed not a- 
bove two yeares ;in the end whereof 
being deſirous to returne out of 7taly in- 
to France, he was poiſoned by his Phy» 
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firian, the ſixth of 9&ober, Anno Dom: 
877. 

The Reigne of this Prince was confu- 
{ed, and unhappy, and of ſmall fame, 

beinga King ofno merit, for from the 

confuſion in his reigne the fall of this 
Race did ſpring : But as Timanthes, 
when he drew Iphigeniateady tobe ſa- 
crific'd, painted Calches with a ſad coun- 
renance, Ulyſjes ladder, and having 
ſpent all his Arr in exprefling Merelaus 
griefe, andnot knowing how to make 
the Fathers countenance more ſorrow- 
fall, cover'd his head with a vaile, lea- 
ving his paſſion ro be conceived by ima- 
ginarion :ſo this Kings Picture deſerves 
ro bee hidden and obſcured with the 
vaile of falence : for it is better not to 
write atall, rhanto write,thoughJuſt- 
iy, diſgracetully of deceaſed Princes.

"SFter the deceaſe of Charles "the 
PANS Bald, Lewis ſarnamed the Stwt, 
= was heire and ſucceſſor of his Fa- 
ther, declared himſelfe not onely King 
of France Anno Dom. 87 7, cauling him- 
ſelfe to be crowned in a full aſſembly of 
Princes and Prelates at Rheizmes , but 
i a alſo 
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_ alſoEmperour of Rome. CAymoynus te- 
ſtifierh that hee was in ſome difference 
before his Coronation with the Pri- 
mates of his Kingdome , becauſe hehad 
diſtribated the eſtates and dignities of 
France without their advice : Infomuch 
that he was enforced to give them con- 
tent. In the meane time Pope John the 
8. conceiving a better hope of the 
French, than of the Almajnes, laboured 
what he could to reduce 7taly into the 
good liking of Lewis the Stut, by the 
reaſon whereof he became an enemy of 
thoſe thatro':ke part with Caroloman, 

Nephew to the ſaid Lewis, and eldeſt 
ſonne of Zewjs, King of Bavaria, who 
rooke the Pope priſoner , whence hee 
made an eſcape by the meanes of his ad- 

| herents , and retired himſelfe into 

Fravce with the. Treaſures of the 
Church , after chat he had excommuni- 

cared his adverſaries, who neverthe- 


lefſe deſiſted nor ro deraine the Ciry of 


Rome torthe party of Caroloman. In the 
meane time the Pepe was conducted 
from 
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from Arles by Duke Boſor tO Lions 5 
from whence he went to vilite the King 
at Troyes, and there the King cauſed 
himſelfe by him to be crowned with the 
Impertiall Diadem. 

After that the Pope was recondufted 
by Boſaz into Ttaly , whiles the Empe- 
rour Lewis went to vilite Lewis King of 
Germany in Loraine , where they con- 
cluded a treaty of peace, for the which 
the controverſie touching the Empire 
was deferred rill another time, and ir 
was agreed that the poſſeſſion ſhould 
reſt as it did of that which each of 
them had in 7faly, untill ſuch time rhar 
it was otherwiſe agreed upon. Afﬀer- 
wards as the Emperour was inhisjour- 
ney with his forces to goe vilite Bernard 
Marques of Gothland, or of Larguedock, 
which had given an occaſion to the Em- 
perour to diſtruſt his fidelity , hee was - 
ſurpriſed at Trozes with a malady, 
which moved him upon hope of reco- 
very to returne to Compaigne, where 
he deceaſed the tenth of April, An.Dom, 


879, 
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879, leaving his Wife great with child, 
who ſhortly after was delivered ofa ſon 
who was called Charles, afterwards ſar- 
named the $/p/e, whoſe life is ſet 
dowae as the occa(1on falls convenient ; 
wherein you {hall read Notes worthy 
your obſervation : In whoſe minority 
three thingsare obſervable, the cfhca- 
cy of the Law ofState, preſerving the 
unborne lawfull- Heires right : The 
minority of a King , ſubje& to many 
miſeries : And the liberty of great men 
11 the weakneſſe of a young Prince. For 
Lewis and Caroloman being firſt choſen 
Regents, after procured themſelves 
ander colour of che pupiles intereſr, rc 
be crowned Kings.

ET” oh. CLIT 
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France, An. Dow.879.,according to the 
appointment of Lewis the $txt at his 
death to the Peeres ofhis Realme, [Ip- 
on which occaſion ſome Abbots and 
great Lords partializing againſt them, 
appealed Lewis King of almany, to 
rake charge of the affaires of France in- 
rohishands. To which purpoſe being 
arrivedat Verdun , he was pacified with 
the part of the Kingdome of Lorazne, 
which was given him, upon which he 
and his late Father had quarrelled with 
the Kings of France. This fire being 
thas quenched , another controyerſie 
grew concerning the County of A- 
thun , betweene the Counts Theoderic, 
to whom 1t was given by the late decea- 
ſd Emperour, and Boſor, who layd a 
_ thereunco, to whom it was ad- 
judged by Hugh the Abbot, upon con- 
dition that he ſhould leave the Abbies 
with their revenues which were in thoſe 
parts, tO Theodoric, 
The State of France being thus troub- 
led, B-ſongrew more turbulent , cau- 
{ing 
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Fng himſelfe to be crowned King of 
Burgundy , as alſo did the Normans, 
whom the Kings overthrew upon Saint 
Andrews day, Anno Dom.879, ſlaying 
5000, of them in the field. After in the 
yeare 880, they mac'e a partage of the 
Kingdome of France, by which all the 
Newſtrick France befell to Lewis, and A- 
quitan with Burgundy with the Marches 
ro Caroloman. This being done, they 


| wentto ſurpriſe the Normans, whom 


they cutin peeces.1n the Carbonary For- 
reſt, ro the number of 9200, the yeare 
afrerhe deceaſed. The Normans not des 
fiſting from waſting and facking the 
Countrey of France, came up as farre as 
Paris. Carloman was enforced to buy 
a peace of them for 12. yeares, which te 
enjoyednot long, for inthe yeare 884. 
he wasſlaine by a wild Boarea hunting, 
having reigned five or (ixe yeares ;or 
running after a Gentlewoman, hishcorſe 
carried him away,and cruſh'd him under 
agate, or atthe Chace hee fell downe 
and broke his necke,for report differing

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inthe manner ofhis death , agrees that 
it was violent and accidentall.

SES 115 Lewis ſurnamed the uber, 
SJ k= Or Doc-litile, ſonne of Carloman, 
= * ſicceeded in theKingdome A. 
Dom. 835, at the purſuite of Hugh the 
Abbor, ( who was ſo named, becauſe as 
it 
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 itis thought, he was the firſt of the T 4y- 


Princes that nſurped the revennes of the 
Abbies ) ſothar all chatpart on this fide 
Seine, and that which was called Nez- 


ſtry,remained in the obedience of Lewis 


the Doelittle ; and the parts beyond 
the Seine with Burgundy, were under 
Charles the groſſe, Emperour ; whocame 
to take the protection of Frarce againſt 
the Normans, according as Falco, Arch- 
Biſhop of Rheimes, teſtifieth. There- 
fore 1t 1s that they are placed in the 
Ranke and Catalogue of the Kings. In 
thoſe rimes the Normans ranged abour 
Newſtry , ſacking and ſpoyling the 
greateſt part of Cities in thoſe parts, 
namely, Rouen, Eurenx, and Bayen 7 
bur they were {6 ſeund]y curryed by the 
valour of Hugh the Abbot, that in = 
long time after they durſtnot ſera foote 
there, which was a cauſe that the ſame 
yeare 887. they returned to thunder up= 
on the other parts of Frarce, not fpa- 
ring the Emperours Countrey, where 
they ſurpriſed the Caftle of Lovanne, 

- From 
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Feom thence they came before Paris 
ender the conduct of their King $rge- 
froz, hoping there alforo make a prey 
as they had done elſewhere ; but it was 
ſobravely defended by Count Exdes 8 
the Abbot Geo/ſin, that they were quite 
fruſtrate of their expectation and pre- 
rence. This Lewis dyed immediately 
after, having borne the name ofa King 
tohis dying day, for the ſpace of two 
yeares, according to the Chronicle of 
St. Benigne, Moreover, Charles be- 
came fo ſtupefied in his ſenſes and un- 
derſtanding. that when the Princes of 
the Empire knew that there was no 
hope of his recovery, and thar the af- 
faires of the Empire might fall into 


ſomedifaſters, they gave him into the * 


charge of his Nephew Arnph, naturall 
ſonne of the late Caroloman , in whole 
cuſtody he dyed {oone after, on the 1 2: 
of January, Anno Dom. 889, 

This king was approved in the be- 
ginning of his Reigne, and reverenced 
by his Subjects, but afterwards having 
made 
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made a diſhonourable peace with the 
Normans, yeelding them Nexſtria, now 
called Normandy, hee loſt his Subjects 
affection, and then through griefe and 
jealouhe conceived againſt his Queene 
Richarda, fell ſicke,and through the diſ- 
temper of his body and minde be- 
ing unfit to governe, was depoſed, re- 
jected both from the Realme and Em- 
pire, baniſhed from the Court, and ha- 
ving neither houſe nor meanes,was ſtar- 
ved, and dyed for want of relietein a 
poore Village of Szevia, Thus one of 
the great Monarchs of the world dyed 
withouthouſe, without bread, withour 
honour, without mourning, & without 
memory, but that his end was prodigi- 
ouſly memorable. The reaſons were his 
1mperious pridein proſperity, and his 
deſpairing dejectednefſe in adverſity, 
fooliſh extreames becomming nor a 
magnanimous mind z; therefore his af- 
fiction was hated of his ſubje&ts, not 
confidering the true cauſe of his affficti- 
on. But the chiefe cauſe was his diſtruſt 
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in God in hisextremities, for he ſhould 
have acknowleagd that 4i& imacivre furd, 
as David laid.

At rheſame time 
Ebulo , Abbot of Sr. Germans, and 
Count Ranwlph, together with his bro- 
ther Gotſbert, aroſe againſt Exdes in A- 
quitainz, whom he made to goe againſt 
them. Inthe meane time the greatcſt

From the Race of this Exdes ſprung 
Hngh Capet , for Widechind of Saxony 
favour'd by Charlemagne, ſent his ſon 
Robert or Rupert into France, whohad 
rwo ſonnes, Exdes and Robert, Father 
ro Hugh thegreat, Father tO Hugh Ca- 
pet, afterward King of France. Fame 
drew this Character of Exd4es, thathee 
was a goud wiſe man , yethe could nor 
pleaſe the French by his Regency, for 
the excefle of his vertue curbing the de- 
fire of ſuch as ſought to raiſe their for- 
tunes by nſurping power over the Staze 
and the Kings weakneſle ſupported by 
Endes, drew envy on his actions fee- 
king the good of the Common-yealth, 
which hceneglected, bur with appro- 
ved reſolution not abated | y private 
malice, went forward with rhe govern- 
K 3 ment 
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ment of the Realme, and art laſt re- 
fignes all his Authority to the King, 
who like Phaethor,, unfit to rule the 
Chariot of the Sunne, by his bad go- 
vernment met thoſe misfortunes, which 
Endes kept off while hee lived ; for 
Wiſdome and Diſcretion is Scautum 
invincibile, ay wmvincible Buckler, 
folly, envy, policy, treachery, ſlan-

398, and by the 
reaſon ofhis 1mbecillity every one en- 
croched upon him, by making whatſo-

great dignities, Durchies, Earledomes, 
and government of Provinces , which 
formerly were held but for terme of life 
inatitalary way , were now, made he- 
reditary. Anno Domini 912. he'made a

tor the recovery whereof Charles led an 
Army 
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Army of Lorainers againſt Robert, 
whom he tooke at unawares neare to 
Soyſſens. Netwithſtanding this Robert 
reliſted him valiantly, but with the loſſe 
of his life : The barraile nevertheleſſe 
was loſt by Charles, who fled into Lo- 
raine. Whereupon the Allies of Robert 
called in Duke Rodulph of Burgundy, 
whom they cauſed to be crowned King

After this Charles ſtaid not long to be 
entrapped in the ſnares of Hebert the 
Count, who ſent by his Couſin Bernard, 
Count of Sexlis ro take: him : ſo thathe 
was detained priſoner in the Ciry of 
St, Quintin, and afterwards was ſent 
to the Caſtle of Thyzerry upon the 
Marne, and from thence to Perornc, 
where he ended his life five yeares after 
his impriſonment, leaving Lewis in the 
power of his Mother Theareine, who 
for his fatety conveyed him into 
England. 
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England. This King having refign'd 
his Crowne to Kaoul his God-ſonne; 
the firſt Prince of the blood by his 
Mother Hermingrade, Daughter to 
Lewis, and wife of Boſon, King of 
Burenndy , dyed with griefe, and of 
a languiſhing Melancholy, to fee that 
his treacherous vaſſage ſhould ſo af- 
front and oppoſe him, and uſe him 
& in ſuch a diſgracefilll manner. For 
- there is no greater miſery or vexati. 
on , than when the Maſter through 
want and poverty 1s abuſed by the 
man, 1t doth even aftoniſh the minde, 
and pierce the Heart unto death ;for 
Aſperius nihil eſt humili cum ſurgit in 
altum.

yeares ; hee went afterwards to warre 
with Hugh le Blanc againſt the Nor mans, 
others againſt thoſe of the Faftion of 
Rollen, and alſo thoſe that inhabited

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upon the River Lozre - from whence he 
was recalled to receive the oath of the 
L orainers, excepting that of Duke 
Giflebert and Rotharins, Arch-biſhop of 
Treues. Afterwards having eſpouſed 
Berthe, the Daughter of the Dake of 
Swede , and becaule having a hope to 
attaine the Empire, he paſſed into 1ta- 
ly, where hee overthrew Berengarins, 
and drove him out of 7taly - and at his 


_ returne having made peace with the 


Normans, hee went againſt Willian 
Duke of Aquitaine, whom hee enfor- 
ced to acknowledge his eſtare ro have 
dependance from the Crowne. And 
upon the parting of Eſtates of the King - 
dome, which was held at Attigny, hee 
had gone into Leraire, had hee not 
beene hindered by a fir of ſickneſſe, 
which retained himat Rhezzzes, Afﬀeer 
thathe went againſt the Normans, but 
through the rebellion of the Lerainers, 
who had ſurrendred the upper Loraine 
into the power ofthe Empcrour Henry, 
he was enforc::d to make peace with the 
| Normans. 
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Nermans, which continued not long, 
becauſe having recommenced their 
wonted courſes, he was conſtrained to 
purchaſe his peace with a great ſumme 
of monies, thathee might goe againſt 
the Duke of Aquitaine, who was now 
1n rebellion , from whom hee tooke 
Nevers. The bruite of the Hungarians 
comming into France , gave him to 
underſtand of the revolt of Count Her- 
bert , whoaccompanying himſelfe with 
Hwehle Blanc, went to take an Alliance 
with Henry the Emperour in Lorarze, 
and in his returne releaſed King Charles 
out of priſon, who went to meete 
iilliam Duke of Normandy, to enter a 
League againft Rodulph. This begin- 
ning of Warres being pacified betweene 
chem, Heribert cauſed Charles againe 
co be impriſoned ,- who dyed ſhortly 
after at Peronne. 

In thoſe times there were great con- 
:cntions amonglt the Paires of France 
-oncerning the Provinces , which pro- 
ceded from the politick {hghrs of the

This Roz! was an uſurper, and his 
reigne was troubleſome and nnfortu- 
nate , and for hee and others, that had 
beene ſervants ro the Crowne, being 
now Kings and Dukes, thought to 
make their Dominions proper to them- 
ſelves, and nor depending on the 
Crowne, which bred much confuſion 
in Frarce, Ttaly, and Germany. The

which canſed Hugh to allye himſelfe to 
the Emperour 0tho, by taking his ſiſter 
in marriage, and toreconcile Herbert.

Bretagne being encotiraged by Pope 
Stephen, embraced him, and rhey 
wrought ſo, that the Emperour accor- 
ded with the Princes H#gh & Heribert, 
who awhile after that was takenby the 
King, andhanged, becauſe he had im- 
priſoned his Farther ; which ſo much 
L diſturbed 
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diſtarbed the repoſe of France, together 
with the death of /3l/;zam, Dukes of 
Normandy , who was murthered by the 
Count of Flanders, that Warres being 
enkindled over all France, the King 
was taken priſoner by the Normans, 
from being recovered by Hugb le Blanc, 
whodelivered him to Count Thibart, 
who detained him longer for the ſpace 
ofa yeare. The Emperour 0tho ſeeing 
this, debated the cauſe of Haeh le Blaxc, 
and began to. maintaine the Kings ſo 
long, untill carrying himſelfe indiffe- 
rent, hee came to reap? the fruite of 
both their ruines without any danger 
arall, In concluſion, this laſt Warre

956, leaving Hughes Capet , Otho, Odo, 
and Henry , with whom the King fell 
intoſome differences concerning ſame 
Caſtles which he had ſeized from them, 
All which were appeaſed by Brzzns 
Arch-biſhop of Cologne, Unkle to the 
King, who wasſent by the Emperour 
Otho, After this the King made an Aſ- 
ſembly of the Princes and Prelates of 
France at Soiſſons, for the ſurpriſing , 
of Richard Duke of Normandy, who "| 
plotted againſithe King , buthe could 
not be found. 

In the meane time 4rey!ph the old 
Count of Flanders being dead, wha 
before had made a donation of his 
Lands to King Lotharizs, cauſed his 
body this yeare 965. to be tranſported 
into Flangers, thereby to receive the 
ſubmiſſions of their fidelity. Lothari- 
#5 Anno Domini 966. eſpouſed Heming

of Chartres, was enforced ro come to. 


an agreement with him, A while after 
Eetharixs wrought with Raxier and 
Lambert, ſonnes of the late Count of 
Monts in Haynaut, to wake him a way 
for the re-entry upon the Kingdome of 
Loraine, which the Almaines detained 
from him :which was a cauſe that 0the, 
to cut off his deſignes, gave the Lower 
Loyaine to Charles the brother of Lotha- 
rixs, tobring him thereby into his dif- 
affection. The King paſſed with his 
forces as farreas Ax, where he thought 
to have ſurpriſed the Emperour ; who 
rorequite him went before Paris, from 
whence hee was notably repulſed : 
whereupon they came toan accord,and 
L oraine Continued to Charles, who then 
added to his Coate of Armes an Arme 
proceeding 
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proceeding out of the clouds. After the 


_ death of 0tho, King Lotharins falls a- 


gaine upon Lorazne, which hee did not 
long enjoy , becauſchee dyed{immedi-

This Kings life was a meere blanke, 
wherein no brave ations were inſcribed 
for the example of poſterity, being a 
fruitleſſe branch, and rhe firſt that grew 
out of his ſtock , excepting his ſonne, 
whoderivedfrom himno fapof vertue, 
but was alſo barren in goodnefſe : Hee 
did ſo contemne his brother Charles, 
whom his Father had leftno portion, 
bur his favour, thereby to increaſe his 
reſpect to his eldeſt brother, ſo that the 
Emperour, whoſe afliſtancehee deſired, 
undertooke the quarrell. From whence 
this Note nay becolledted, that there 
15 no depending on the fayour of Kin- 
dred, wholookefor much reyerence, 
and will doeno juſtice in rewarding de- 
ſer, which they rather contemne,untill 
Vertuedeſpis'd breeds open hatred. 

Bur Charles ayded by theEmperour, 
wes 
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was undiſcreetein his carriage, for the 
ayde received from the Emperour, 
made him ta cleave too faſt to the Ger- 
mans , anddiſclaime the French, as if 
\ kindnefſe had altered his nature, and 
this change drew on the juſtly concei- 
ved hatred of the French, and thereby 
overthrew his eſtate, by carrying too 
open a ſhew of diſaftettion for the 
wrong done by his brother , and righ- 
ted by the Emperour. Laſtly,\(as we 
ſaid) Lewis dyed , but the remem- 
brance of his Reigne ſurvived to his 
diſgrace and ignominy in ſucceeding 
ages, leaving his ſonne Charles to bee 
the laſt King ef this ſecond Race.

Nevertkeleſle ie 
may be proved by certaine teſtimonies 
that Lotharins dyed An.

#5, Whither Hxgh went to affaile him: 
but hee tnade ſuch a briske and valiant 
fally out againſt him, that hee ſhame- 
fully routed both him and his. Afﬀeer 
having taken the Caſtle of Montags, 
and pillaged the Territories of $07ſ/ons 
and Rhezmres, heretreated to Laor,and 
the yeare following hee made himſelfe 
Maſter & poſſefſor of Rheimes, through 
the intelligence which hee had with the 
ſaid Arnulph,newly eleGcd Arch-biſhop 
of that See upon the deceaſe of Albers, 
Whereupon Hzghuling the ſame paſſa-

<2 notwithſtanding that his Mo- 
ther Conſtance would have advanced 
her.yanger ſonne Kobert to the Crowne 
bythe favour of Baldwin, Count of 
Flanders, and Ende Connt of Cham- 


pagne. 
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pagre. Butbeing come upon them by 
the ayde of the Duke of Normandy, he 
conſtrained his brother to contenthim- 
ſelfe with the Dutchy of Burgundy, A 
while afcer Robert Duke of Normandy 
viſiting the City of Feruſalew, dyed at 
Nice in Bithyn;u : by reaſon whereof 
Maugier, Arch-biſhop of Rozen, and 
William Lord of Carques his brothers, 
maintaining themſelves to be true 
Heires, raiſed great Warres againſt 
William the baſtard-ſonne of the ſaic 
Duke, by him inſtitured to bee his 
Heire , which was a cauſe that the King 
ſent the ſaid William of Arques, accom- 
panied with a greatnumber of the No- 
bility of Normandy and France to the 
Warres of 7taly : from whence they 
were recalled by George Mantaces, 
Lievtenant for the Emperour of Greece 


.to Peville and Calabria, to employ 


them for the recovery of Sicily, which 
the Saracens had now poſſeſſed upon 
promiſe of giving thema part, About 
the yeare 1042, Thibay/s Count of 

| Chartres, 
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Chartres, and Stephen Count of Troyes, 
fell intoa quarrell with the King Henry, 
whereupon hee firſt fell upon $S tepher, 
whom hee in a Battaile overthrew. 
Afterwards hee deprived Galeran, 
Count of Menlan ( who tooke their 
part) of all his lands, and annexed 
them tothe Crowne, and encouraged 
Godfrey, ſurnamed Martel, to make 
Warre upon Thibault whom hee tooke 
priſoner,and enforced him to ſurrender 
up the Towne of Toxrs for his ranſom. 

Afrer this the King went to vilite the 
Emperour Hewrry at Mets, where they 
confirmed rhe Alliance made betweene 
them, which heebroke by ſupporting 
Thibault again{t the King , who follow- 
ing the example ofhis Father , reſigned 
his Crowne to his eldeſt ſonne Philip, 
' Anno Dom. 1059, being aged 7. yeares, 


and cauſed him ro bee crowned at 


Rheimes the 29. of May the ſame yeare : 
the yeare following King Henry decea- 
ſed, leaving the young King and ano- 
raer ſonne named Hugues, under the 
tuition 
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cuition of Baldwiz , Count of Flanders. 
He lyes at St. Denis. | | 
This Kings reigne was ſomewhat 
troubled ar the beginning to maintaine 
his Title tothe Crowne, given him by 
his Father, but belonging of right ro 
his eldeſt brother , which bred ſwelling 
thoughts betweene the brethren, the 
Mother mairftaining the elders right. 
An Army was prepared to end the dif- 
ference , whether the Fathers gift, or 
right of inheritance were a better Title ; 
but che cauſe was tryed by the Sword, 
for Robert, whoſe right was then 1n 
queſtion, content with rate patience to 
looſeit, and fo prevent the effuſion of 
blood, by his milde diſpoſition doing 
himſelfe injuſtice. Whereupon agree- 


- ment being made betweene Herry and 


Robert, the Armies rettrned, and peace 
was betweene the brothers concluded. 

Afterward when hee following rhere- 
in his Fathers example, had ſeene his ſon 
firmely ſeated in the Throne, Death dil- 
covered the love of his Subjects, expreſt 
11 
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in their mourning for his deceaſe' 
and was moſt honourably interred with 
the reſt ofhis Predeceflors, having all 
the funeral] Rites and Ceremonies 
which belonged to ſo high a Monarch, 
to ſet forth theexcellency of his Perſon. 
His Reigne begun with ſome bluſte- 
ring troubles, being oppoſed on every 
ſide, which ſoone ended, and his 
ſubjects felr the beames of favour ſhi- 
ning moſt gently on them, when this 
Sunne of Majeſty was ready to de- 
ſend and ſer, which gave them grear 
cauſe of lamentarion and ſorrow for his 
departure out of this world,

a H;l;p ſucceeded his Father Henry 
J 224 Anno Domini 1060, of whom 
> Baldwin, Count of Flazaders, 
tooke charge in regard of his render 
infancy, untillhe came to riper yeares :

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He perceiving that the Gaſcognes would 
murinie, led his f@rces againſt them, 
under pretence of going againſt the $4- 
racens , andby this meanes hee diſlipa- 


red the beginning of the ſedirions* 


which were pullulating. A whiletafter 
Edward King of England dyed without 
iſſue, having by will inſtituted Wi/7a7 
Dake of Normandy, heire and ſiceeffor 
to his Crowne, which in vaine was Op- 
poſed by Haraldſonne of Godwin , be- 
cauſe he was ſlaine in a battaile which 
William gavehim. Baldwin, Regent of 
France, deceaſed about the yeare 1067, 
leaving the County of Flanders to 
Baldwin of Monts his eldeſt ſonne ; at 
which wmes King Philip might be at the 
age of 15.0r 16, yeares.

Pope Urvan convocated a Councell in

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November at Clermont en Anvergne, 
wherein the Pope upon the complaint 
of the Patriarch of Jeruſalem, and Peter 
the Hermite excired the greateſt part of 
the Princes of France, of whom were 
principall, Hzgh the Grear, brother to 
King Philip; Robert Duke of Normandy, 
brother tothe King of England ; God- 
frey of Bovillon, (who in the yeare 
1089, had the Dutchy of Loraize given 
him ) with his two brothers Zaldwiz 
and Ewuftachins , together with the 
Counts of Flanders and Tholouze,, of 
Bourges and Bloys , togoe to Jernſalery, 
which was taken in the yeare of our 
Lord, 1099, the 15. of July, and was 
given toGodfrey of Loraine, to defend 
and keepe it as Governour under the 
Title ofaKing. After that hee roolte 
in Paleſtine, after having ſlaine abcye 
five thouſand Zgyptians in a battaile, 
and ſeized upon the Port of Jaffe, ma- 
king hereby an end of the Warre. 
Philip at the age of 57, deceaſed ar 
Melun the 25. of July, Anxo Dom.11094 
and 
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and lyeth interred at Sz. Bexets upon 
the Loire. William the baſtard Duke 


of Normandy, having beene long ſick of | 


a great ſwelling in his belly, 'this 
King Philip intending. to make Warre 
againſt him, ſent him word that hee 
had laine long in Child-bed, and thar 
it he might know of his upriſing , hee 
would provide lights againſt his 
Churching. To which ſcofte the Duke 
return'd this anſwer ;Thart hee would 
come 1n perfon intoFrance, and have 
aſolemne Maſle ſung at his Churching, 
and thar for Lights, he would provide 
athouland woodden Torches without 
waxe , andathouſand Lances tipt with 
ſteele ro fire thoſe Torches, meaning 
by the Torches, Houſes, Townes, and 
Villages ; by the Lances, Souldiers to 
ſerthem on fire.. - 

The diflention berwixt Emeland be- 
gan 1n this Kings reigne , and upon 
this occaſion : YVilliam the Conquerors 
ſonnes, Robert and Henry, came to 


the King ar Conflans upon Oiſe , and

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playing there at Cheſſe with Lewzs King 
Philips ſonne,, the young Princes fell 
out, and words drew on blows , for 
Lewis called Henry the ſonne of a Ba- 
ſtard, and Henry ſtrooke at him with 
the Chefſe-boord, and had fſlaine him 
if Robert had not ſtayd his fury. At 
rerward Robert and Henry fled into 
Normandy , where they complained of 
wrong, and incenſed many ' to take 
their part. Afterward naturall affe&ti- 
on made the Fathers embrace their 
Childrens quarrell, invading one ano- 
thers Territories, and maintaining 
hot warres. But to conclude, the me- 
morable Warre undertaken to recover 
the Holy.land from the Saracens, was 
now begun under the conduct of God- 
frey of Bologne, who being choſen King 


of Jeruſalem, refuſed the Diadem, fay= 
- ing, 7t zs not fit for any Chriſtian Prince 


to weare a Crowne of Gold, ſince Jeſus 
Chriſt, the King of Kings, did weare one 
made of Thornes.

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Lewis the 6. the 4.0. King of France. ' 
Anno 1109. 


&E His Lewis the Groſſe ſucceeded 
© tothe Crowne after Henry his 
Father,and was ſolemnly Crow- 
ned at Orleans by Giſlebert, Arch-Bi- 
ſhop of Sers, EAnno Domini 1109. 
He firſt beganne to. quell the pride and 
power of the great Lords of _ 
who 


> 
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who countenanced by rhe King of 
England , arole up againſthim : bur in 
the end he accompliſhed his defignes. 
In thoſe times the Engliſhmen moved 
their firſt warres upon the Frexch, in 
the behalfe of Count Thibault of Can 
pagre and Bloys, ButtheKing in re- 
venge commanded William the ſonne 
of Robert Duke of Normandy,and ſent 
him,accompanyed with Baldwin,Count 
of Flanders,and Fonlques,Count of A- 
#701, with an army to ſurpriſe them 5 
whereupon there was a peace made be- 
tweenethem and the Englith, to quit 
Giſors to Williazz the ſonne of Hemnry. 
Baldwin Count of Flanders, being 
woundedin the Conqueſt of Norman- 
dy,wenttoend his life in Flanders; who 
for want of ifſue inſtituted Char/zs, fon 
of Cantiitys , King of Denmark ,to bee 
hisheire. Inthe meane time the King 
being advertiſed that the Emperour 
came in aide of the Engliſh, prevented 
his deſigne, and forced him to rertreate, 
He forced alſo the Count of Auvergne,

and the, Viconnt ofiPolignac, to give fa- 
tisfaction to the Biſhop of Clermo nz 
and athis returne henotified toil/zam 
Duke of Aquitaine, that onaly Avergne 
but alſo Aquitaine were in tenure of the 
Crowne of France. The County of 
Flanders was in queſtion betweene 4r- 
:Hlph the Dane, Baldwin Count of 
Haynaut,and William of Tpres , by the 
death of Charles, who was ſlaine in 
S. Donatxs, 1n Bruges ; and by the 
King it was adjudged to Robert Duke 
of Normandy, by right of conſanguini- 
ty ;3 whereupon warres enſued. Af- . 
ter that the King cauſed his ſonne . 

Philipto be Crowned at Aheimes, the 
fourteenth day of April, 1129. the 
King of England being in preſence ; 
bnt two yeares after hee dyed, by 
meanes of a Hogye that came under 
his Horſe feete, and frighted the 
Horſe, that hee threw him on the 
ground. Lewzs his brother was Crow- 
ned in his place by Popes Fnnccent, 
the five and twentieth of 0Fober.1131.

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Lewis the Groſſe deceaſed at Paris» 
Anno Dom. 1137. leaving fixe Chil- 
dren. | 

Baldwin, Earle of Mons in Henault, 
complaining unto Lewis the Groſſe,that 
he had wrongfully given the Earledom 
of Flanders,which was his right, unto 
Duke :lliam of Normandy, and defi- 
ring to haye leave granted to maintaine 
his Title by Combate. The King faid, 
You muſt combat then againſt me; for 
the Seignory which you claime is my 
right and inheritance. This King alſo 
ina Battaile, being ſevered from his - 
Souldiers, was likely to be taken Priſo- 
ner by an Engliſh Knight, who laying 
hold on the raines ofhis Horſe,cryed a- 


loud, The King 15 taken : whereupon 


the King valiantly kild the Knight, and 
aS he fell downe,ſaid : Onemanalone 
cannot in Cheſle play, give the King 
the Mare. 

Atacertaine fiege , being forſaken 
of his Souldiers, in regard ofthe un- 
ſeafonablenefle of the weather, and

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conſtrained toretire.,, hee ſaid with a 
brave kind of anger ; Thar an honeſt 
and honourable death was better than 
aſtametull and diſhonourablelife, The 
laſt action of his reigne was the mar- 
r1ying ofhis ſonne unto the daughter 
and heire of William Duke of Norman- 
dy ; by this allyance to ſettle a more 
firme peace, and make his ſonne (trong 
in friends, while his younger ſons were 
compelled to depend on the meere fa- 
your of their elder brother z on whom 
the eſtate being ſetled, they might ther- 
by hee inſtracted to ſkew unto him a 
willing obedience ; for equality breeds 
diſcord and ornmblings! "ut an acknow- 
ledg ced dependance on another procures 
reſ} ect; ,for neceflity makes brave minds 
glad to be oblieged. 
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Lewis the 7. the 4.1. King of France. 
Surnamed Auguſtus.

His Lewis undertooke the go- 
<&| IS vernment the ſame Moneth 
ISED wherein his Father dyed, and 
marryed El;anor, the onely daugh- 
ter of Williaw Duke of Guieane, and 
Poifton. Afterwards hee made warrs 


N 4 upon 
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upon the Count of YVermendozs, becauſe 
following the cenſures of the Pope,hee 
repudiated Peronel/e, fiſter toQueene 
Elianor, that he might re-entertaine his 
former wife, whom before he had di- 
vorced. And raking rhe Towne of 
Vitry.inPurthois, hee put to the ſword 
and fire more than 3500 perſons: for 
the expiation of which fact, St,Bermard 
adviſed him to make a voyage with his 
Army into the Holy Land, for the ſuc- 


cour of Peleſtine. Whither hee arriving 


with his army,he had bur an ill trick pur 
upon him by the Emperour of Greece : 
Moreover, perceiving his Army much 
affoibled by the affaults of the Txrkes,he 
faved himſelte in the rowne of 4ttalia, 
and came to Antioch, where the King 
conceived a great diſtaſte againſt his 
Wife, who had accompanyed him all 
that voiage. Afterwards he joyned for- 
ces with Corradyxs the Emperor, for the 
beleaguermg of Damietta. Burt that 
ſiege rookenoeftet, through the envy 
of the old Chriſtians vhere , conceived 
againſt 
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againſt rhe new-commers z which was 2 


cauſe thatthe Emperour, and the King 
retreated each to his owne home, where 
che King was in danger tohave bin ftur- 
priſed by the Emperour of Greece ; bur 
he was reſcued by George, Lievtenant of 
the King of $:c:!y. The King upon his 
returne divorced his Wife, who married 
with Henry Count of Anzon, and Nor- 
#14ndy, who ſhould ſucceede ro rhe 


_ Crowne cf Exglaxd, bearing with him 


the Counties Poifon and Aquitaine. 
Afterwards the King took to wife Cor- 


ftance,the daughter of Alphonjus, King 


of Caſtile, who being deceaſed he rcoke 
Adele,or Ale,(alias ). Alice, danghter of 
the Count of Champazne,by whom, Ar. 
Dom,1165. hehad a fonnenamed Phi- 
lip,and ſurnamed DeodoFus : to whom, 
rhe King growne aged, reſigned his - 
Crowne, notwithſtanding hee was but 
I 4. yeares ofage, and was Crowned at 
Rheimes, An. Dom. 1179. King Lewis 
deceaſed the 19.or the 29,0f September; 


although ſomereport upon the 29. of 
the 
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the ſame Monerh,or 4uguſt, An. Dom. 
1130. Heelyes interred inthe Abby of 
St. Barbeau , Which hee had formerly 
built. | 

In his reigne the Holy Land, which 
the Chriſtians had raken, ſeemed to bee 
utterly conquered, remaining under the 
Chriſtians obedience, untill che unhap- 
py death of Godfrey of Benillon ; for 
when the Commander was gone,whoſe 
unſpicious good fortune pur life into 
thas attion,the Warre did nor proſper, 
yetbeforchis death he encountred an 
Army of fixe thouſand men, which the 
Turkes had brought into Paleſtine, 
and came off with very good ſucceſſe, 
and had foproceeded,ifhis Death had 
not prevented, the good forturie of 
Chriſtendome. For the name off ſo 
' greata Warrier conducting an Army, 
prepares the way for conqueſt, a$0- 
pinion of victory ; and learning is a 
great Engine in policy to bring a- 
bour matters. This King loſt ſome 
reputation by his unchaſt Wife 


Elenor, 


: 
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' Elenor, who following him tothe Ho- 


ly Land,blotred her Fame with a ſenſu- 


all imputation, loving Saladin a Ie- 


ſter better than the King her Husband, 
thereby ſhewing rhar Juſt is baſe, and 
dothnot regard either birth or honour. 
Yet Lew#«(ſhewing the vertuouſneſſe of 
his minde,and Nobleneſle of diſpoſiti- 
on ) brought her backe in his owne 
Ship,becauſe he would not bee derided 
by any forraigne Prince ®- bur beeing 
ſately landed, he was much oppreſr with 
griefe,in ſtead of caſting herin the Rij- 
ver. which ſhe had deſerv'd, he covered 
her ſhameand his owne by a divorce 
granted by a general counſel], puniſhing - 
her by ſhewing too much mercy, while 
hee ſought onely ro be freed from the 
Mgrace.

Sv= dome Auno Domini 1180, out 
of which he chaſed the Fewes then there, 
and by his prowefſe and conqueſts ac- 
quired the name of Azguſtus and Con- 
ouerour. Re married Tfabelle (or) Alice, 


Daughter 
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Daughter of Baldwin 4, Count of Flar- 
ders , in favour of which Marriage hee 
reſigned the County of Artozs - bur af- 
terwards taking upon him the cauſe of 
Lionor the Inheritrix of Elizabeth,(or) 
Mabel, Counteſſe of Flanders, in the 
Counries of Ver mandozs and Yalois, a 
gainſt the Count Flamend, who layd 
claime to the ſaid Counties, as being 
of the ancient ſtocke of Flanders, hee 
tooke onely that of Verwzandsis, leaving 
that of Yalozs to the ſaid Flamend, 
whereuponhe being in an indignation, 
went and performed homage to the 
King of Germany, the eldeſt ſonne of 
che Emperour, for the County of Flar- 
ders. Richardal{o, Duke of Aquitaine, 
ſecond ſonne of the King of England, 
began to diſ-acknowledge the King : 
whereupon the King made warre a- 
gainſt him, and rocke ſome Townes 
from him ; but they were immediately 
accorded by the Popes Legare, by whoſe 
perſwaſion they entred a League upon 
an expedition for the Holz-land. Bur 
this 
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this agreement was incontinently bro- 
ken upon new differences which hap- 
pened betweene the Kings of England 
and France ; during which, the King 
tooke inco his poſſeſſion the Counties 
of Mars and Tours, whereupon King 
Hewry of England tooke a conceite, and 
dyed in the Caftle of Chinon - where- 
upon Richard his ſonneundertaking the 
KXingdome, marryed Adele Siſter to 
King Philip, and they both went to 
the Holy Land : where arriving they 
rooke the Towne of Acre the twelfth 
of July, 1191. After, upon ſome jea- 
loufies conceived betweene them, Phzlip 
returned into France , leaving the 
charge of his Army to the Duke of Bur- 
gundy. And becauſe Philip, Count of 
Flanders was deceaſed, the King re- 
tained to himſelfe rhe County of Ar- 
tois, which hee gave ro Prince Lewzs. 
Whereupon Ezeland made warres a- 
gainſthim, which were ended by the 
death of Richard ;to whom John being 
labſtituted , and loſing the bartaile at

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Bonnivel, the King cauſed his ſonne 
Lewts to be proclaimed King of »g- 
land , which hee afterwards left to 
Henry the ſonne of John. After that 
King Philip ſent his ſonne Lewis againſt 
the Albigeors , and as the faid Philip 
held a Parliamentat Nantes, he decea- 
ſed of a Feaver., in the 43. yeare of his 
Reigne, intbe Moneth of July, 4uno 
Domini 1223, 

This King being to joyne battaile 
with the Emperour 0tho, having can- 
ſeda gilt Bowle to be filled with Wine 
and ſopps of bread, hee ſaid ; Princes 
and Lords of France, heere with me aſ- 
ſembled , let every one that is reſolv'd 
tolive and dye with methis day , ſhew 
his reſolution by taking a ſop our of 
the Bowle of Wine , and eating. it as I 
have done : which words being ſpo- 
ken, the Cup was preſently emptied, 
and afterward the barrell being zoyned, 
the King got the victory. Being infor- 
med by his Courtiers that ſome Royall 
Juriſdictions belonging to the Crowne 

| were 
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were uſurped by the Clergy, his anſwer 
wag had rather connive at ſome petty 
injuries, than commence Suits againſt 
the Semitcars of Ged and his Church. 
This King having put away his Queene 
Gelberge , the King of Deamarke com- 
plained ro the Pope of this wrong done 
to his Siſter, anda day of hearing was 
appointed before the Popes Legare in 
the Biſhops Hall at Parzs : Philips Caſe 
was well defended by his Advocates, 
but when none appeared ro plead for 
the Queene, a young man unknowne 
ſteps forth of the preſſe, and demands 


audience ; and having deliver d the 


truth, and pleadcd againſt the King 
for the Queene, and when his Speech 
was ended, heereturned into the preſſe 
againe, and wasnever [eenc more, nel- 
ther was it ever knowne from whence 
hecame. The amazed Judges remit- 
red rhe Cauſe to the Councell, and King 
Piilip did ride preſently ro Bois de Vi- 
nenxes, where Gelberge was confined, 
and having embrac'd her, receiy'd her

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Richard, Brother to the King of Erg- 
land, beſieged Rechele;burt hearing of 
the comming ofthe French Army, he 
paſſeq over Dardonne with his forces, 
and (o1nto Exgland to his brother. I he 
yeare following, the King , with the 
greateſt part of his Nobility, upon the 
encouragement of the Popes Legate, 
addrefled himſelfe to goe againſt the 
Albigenſes and Tholoſans, to encoun- 
ter whom, heled his Army,and encam- 
ped on Vigſun Eve, before Avignon, 
which he tooke : paſling further, hee 
received the keyes of all the Townes, 
Places, and Caſtles of Languedoc, as 
farre as within foure leagues of The- 
louze : where , through the incommo- 
diryof the winter, and maladies which 
much weakned his Army, heretreated | 
and wintered in France, with an intent | 
of returning thither the Spring follow- | 
ing toaccompliſh his enterprize. But 
his dear prevented him at Moxztper- 
ſrer in Auvergne z the twelfth day of No- | 
vember, 1226, leaving Lewis,Charles, 
Al* 
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Alphonſe, and Robert his ſonnes, all 


 veryyoung, and in their minority of 


yeares, | 

This King reigned but three yeares, 
in whom Vice had ſtruck no reproach, 
nor Vertue had made him famous; 
whereby it ſeemes that his minde 
was of a middle temper , not ſo poore 
as to become impious or wicked, nor 
ſo well bent and enclined to noble 
actions , thathee would ſtrive to get 
Fame by his ownevertue; therefore he 
was onely famous in this, That hee 
was Sonne toancxcellent Father, and 
Father to an excellent ſonne. 

In his reigne the Counſell of Lateru 


was aſſembled, whither reſorted all the 


chiefe Biſhops of Chriſtendome', and 
Embaſſadoars ſent from Kings and 
Princes. 

After Lewis had ſubdued the A1bi- 
geors, andleft Governour to ſuppreſſe 
any rebellion which ſhould happen, for 
the affetion of conquerd people is trea- 
cherous, who doe watch only an oppor- 

O 3 tunity 
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runity torevolt; hee came to Mount 
Penſeer, in the yeare 1225. O@ober the 
ſeventh, and rhere reſigned his life and 
Scep:er,leaving a faire progeny, having 
foure ſonnes, who were flourithing 
Branches of the Royall ſtemme, the el- 
deft whereof was heireunto his Fathers 
Crowne, but inherited more vertue 
than his Father gave him by nacurall 
diſcent. The Flemings werenow much 
diſquieted by an Impoſture, pretending 
thar he was their Prince , ſome were 
drawne tobeleeve his claime,untill by 
putting him ro death rhe people were 
better ſatisfied, andcleerely diſcerned 
that his right was meere fixion , main- 
rained by boldnefſe, as that Scene was, 
wherein Parkin Werbecke in England 
plaid the ſame part.

<< His Lewis the 9.attheage of 12, 
ZE yeares, ſucceeded his Father, Az. 
"=> Dom.1226. Hee was conſecra- 
ted ar Kheizzs by the Arch-biſhop of 
Sens in the abſence ofhim of Rheims. 
Blanchtaking of poſſeſſion of her ſonne 
Lews , confirmed herſelfe Regent of 
O4 the 
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the Kingdome with the conſent of the 
States : whereupon the Princes ina rage 
proclaimed Philip Count of Bologne, 
Unkle to the King by the Fathers ſide, 
Regent of France, which was a cauſe 
of great diflentions. Shee brought 
through the ſweetneſſe of her words, 
Robert Count of Dreux into the Kings 
obedience. But the Dake of Bretagne, 
and the Count of Champagne, with the 
King of England, were enforced to ac- 
knowledge the King , on condition 
that the Bref9z ſhould doe homage to 
the King for his Dutchy, whereupon 
he was ſurnamed Maxclarke. Hee ha- 
ving out-growne his minority, LAs 
Dor2. 1234. eſpouſed Magaret the eldeſt 
Daughter of Raymurd Berenger, Count 
of Provence , and after erected the 
Countrey of Artois into a County or 
Earledome, which he gave to his bro- 
ther Robert, who was the firſt Earle 
thereof. Hee made a voyage into the 
Holy Land, where he tooke Damietta 
after hee had overthrowne the Mawe- 
Incks : 
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lucks : and from thence marching to be- 
leaguer Maſſaure , the plague grew a- 
mongſt his Army, which cauied the 
Soldan of Z#gypt to charge him ſo 
ſtrongly , that he was taken, and moſt 
of his Army ſlaine, nevertheleſſe hee 
was freed upon the re-delivery of Da- 
mietta. 

Abour that time Blanch, Mother to 
the King, deceaſed, which cauſed rhe 
King immediately to returne into 
France, afterhe had compoſed all mat- 
rers in Paleſtine. Being returned, hee 
ſtudied ro poliſh and embeiliſh his 
Kingdome with good and holy Lawes. 
Hee made an accord with the King of _ 
England, who by that renounced all 
the right which hee pretended to the 
Kingdome of France, and the Dutchy 
of Normandy. About thattime Charles, 
brotherro the King, conquered both 
the Siczlzes, whereof hee was crowned 
King, A. Do, 1266. The King Lewzs 
madea ſecond voyage for the recovery 
of the Holy Land, together with rhe 
King 
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King of England. Hee went firſt into 
Africke , where he tooke Carthage, and 
at the ſiege of Txnes hee departed this 
lite, Anno Domini 1270, Hee was Ca- 
nonizcd after his death for the holineſſe 
of his i;fe. Hee founded the holy Chap- 
pellar the Palace at Paris, wherein he 
placed many holy Reliques. 

This King being asked by his Lords 
what Title ofhonour he would aſſume, 
as the Roman Emperours #nd Kings of 
France 11 remembrance of their Acts 
and Victories had formerly done, hee 
anſwered, My greateſt victory was ob- 
tained againſt the Devill , when I was 
baprized inthe Church of Poi{ſz - and 
therefore xt ſhall be my greateſt honour 
to be called Lewis of Poiſſe, His famili- 
ar Letters, wherein hee did not entitle 
himſeclfe King of France , but Lewis of 
Poiſſz, being blamed by a private friend, 
hee ſaid, I am like a Twelfe-tide King, 
choſen wirh a Beane, and keeping his 
Feaſt in the Evening: intimating there- 
by his EleGQion to another Crowne = 

ae 
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the Kingdome of Heaven , which ſe- 
cond Coronarion ſtould be in the Eve- 
ning and endofhis life. Having cauſed 
a ſwearer and blaſphemer to be branded 
on the lips with a hot Iron, whereat 
the people murmur'd: he ſaid he would 
undergoe the ſame puniſhment, condi- 
tionally that oaths and blaſphemies 
mighr be no more uſed inhis kingdom. 
He ſitting in Counlell, orbeginning a- 
ny ation , would according tohis Mo- 
thers inftrucion in his infancy, bleſſe 
himſelfe with the figne of rhe Crofle, 
Andlaſtly, he gave unto his fon Phzlip 
theſe inſtrations at his death. My 
Soune, love God with all thy heart, with 
all thy ſtrength, and with all thy ſoule 
offend wot God in any caſe , ſuffer any 
torment rather than ſinne © Beare all ad- 
verſity patiently, acknowledging that 
God hath ſent it unto thee deſervedly - 
Make thy Confiſ:on often to ſome Mini- 
ſter of the Church 5 heare diligently the 
divine ſervice ſung in the Church of God : 
Keepe thegoodcuftomes of thy Kingdome 
carefully. 
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carefully , aboliſhing thoſe which are e- 


will : Tmpoſe no Taxes on thy Subje@Fs, 
but upon great occaſron. Favour thoſe 
that feare GOD, love Fuſtice, and 
hate Covetouſneſſe : Let not thy Judges 
be impartiall againſt thy SubjeFs : Keepe 
the Cities and Townes gotten by thy|Pre- 
deceſſors z preferre good and ſufficient 
men to Benefices and Offices : Be an E x< 
ample to thy Subjets, moderate the ex- 
pences of thy Court, and ſo God bleſſe 
thee. Theſe were the good inſtructions 
which this godly Monarch gave unto 
his Sonne forthe leading ofan upright 
life, and to abandon all worldly de- 
lighrs and pleaſures, fo as hee might 
both pleaſe God, and bea pattErne to 
his inferzours.

Ye afcer incorporared the County of 
oloxſe torhe Crowne, upon the de- 
ceaſe of the Count Alphonſe his uncle; 
He went to aide Gerard of Caſſebonne, 
his SabjeRs, againſt the Counts of Ar- 
mignaand Forix,by reaſon whereof, the 
Count of Forx ſubmitted himſelfe to 
his mercy. Hereſtored the Countrey 
of Navarreto the obedience of Joare. 
daughter of the late Herry King of Na- 
warre deceaſed, The King-marryed 
Mary, the daughter of Hexry Duke of 
Brabant , who was ſuſpected to have 
poyſoned Lewzs , the eldeſt ſonne of 
the King, by his firſt wife 1/abelle of 
Aragon : She was found innocent by the 
report of two Biſhops who were ſent to 
a Nunne, or rather a Sorcerefſe, to 
tnow the truth, The yeare after Peter 
Dela Breſche, great Chamberlaine of 
France, 
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France , and ſuperintendant of the xg 

nances,and affaires of the King, was "v1 
ged, being accuſed and convicted, for 
having diſcovered the ſecrets cf France 
tothe King of Spaize , together with 
the dcath of the Kings ſonne. Anno 
Domini 1282. the Sicilian Evenſong 
were executed upon the Frenchmen, 
upon an Eaſter day,orfas others report) 
on the thirtieth of March, or thirteenth 
of April| : whereupon Charles, Uncle . 
totheKing, offered battaile to Peter 
of Aragon,the author thereof,but he re= 
fuſed it. Afterwards the King having 
cauſed Toare,the onely daughter of the 
late Henry,King of Navarre, tobe mar- 
ryed to his eldeſt ſonne Phillip, he mar- 
ched with his Army for the Conqueſt 
of Aragon, which by the Pope nad been 
o1vento Charles de valois, the ſecond 
ſonne of Philip, who conquered the 
County of Asſſzlox'; after that the Ci.

eyeeldedup. He went to con- 
ehis Fate at the Towne of Perpig- 
#an, ofa Malady which ſurpriſed him 
in his Campe, Anno Domini 1285. the 
5, of OFober. 

This King, as 1t appeares in the 
whole courſe of his life, would engage 
himſelfe inall buſinefles, and was there- 
fore called the Hardy ; but his deſpe- 
rate Father would not undertake his 
Neighbours quarrells,nor ſeek ro make 
berwene them any agreement.unlefſe it 
might bedone by ſafeand quiet means. 
Thereigne cf this King was munch di- 
ſturbed by the warres maintained by Pe- 
ter and Roger for the Iſle of Sicily, and 
after mucheffuſion of blood, Charles dy- 
ed, andalſo Peter, though politicke, 
could not deceive death,bur having re- 
ceived a great oyerthrow, concluded 
his Act of life with griefe and ſorrow. 
Atlaſtthis King was by Roger, Admis 
rall of Arragon, friend unto Peter ſer 
upon him,lying ſickeabed at Pepienary 
yetin extreamity heexpreſta noble'cou- 
rage, 
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rage,and with his ficke weake voyce © 


encouraged his Souldiers, that Reger . 


was droven out of Pepignan, the City 
held by Phzlzp ſo diſtempered with this 
alarum,thar he grew ſickeand dyed the 
$freenth of 0Fober, two moneths after 
Peter, Pope Martiz the fourth dying 
the ſame yeare, 1286. to ſhew great 
Princes, that their chiefe deſtgnes are 
croſt by death. | 

It was now decreed ina Counſell at

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'Hgion, equity, clemency ,- wiſedome, 
valour, magnanimity,patience,and con» 
ſtancy : tolove piety, juſtice, erder and 
peace,to joyne the love of fanfity and 
modeſty of manners, with Armes and 
State. Having ſhewed that it is very 
fitting for aKrng to be a good Chriſtian, 
2g00d warriour, agood husband, a 


good father, a good governour, agood 


Inſtier,and roknow how to make war 
and peace; That it is very neceſſary 
tojoyne unto the Majeſty Royall, pie- 
ry,clemency,and authority togaine the 
lowreſpe& and obedience. And laſtly, 
that the beſt guard, and moſt affured 
revenew-ofa Prince, 1s the love of his 
SubjeRts. Thus he was worthy of thar 
venerable name , wherewith poſterity 
hath juſtly honourd h1m,being the Ho- 
nour of vertne.

This King Þeing perſwaded to take 
revenge on a_ Biſhop who had under- 
hand ſtrooke fire to kindle the tindar of 
contention berweene him and the 
Pope, he ſaid: Thatir was morenoble 
ina Prince toſave,rhan kill; ropardon, 
than to perſecure; and to forgive and 
remit, rather than ro revenge : for 
fairh he, Ir muſtbe of neceſfiry thar all 
things which angry men doe, muſt 
needs be full ofblindnefſe and neceflity, 
becauſe it 1sno eaffe marter for a man 
troubled with envy, to have the uſe of 
Reaſon ; and whatſoever is withour 
Reaſon, is without Arr.

Yethe was'much affronted by Pope Bo- 
2iface,comanding him by his Bull ro ſuc- 
cour the Tartar, which the King, enga- 
ged inmany affaires, refuſing to dog, the 
Biſhop fenc by rhe Pope, told him :Thar 
if the King world nor obey the Pope, he 
would deprive him ofhis Realme. Bur 
afterward two Gentlemen imployed by 
the King, ſeized on the Pope in his; Pa- 
lace-Hall at Anagza,and carryed him to 
Rome ,. where he grew mad, and dyed 
Thirty five dayes after hee was taken, 
and had this Epitaph made by comfmaon 
Fame 1n his diſgrace : Hee entred his 
ropedome like a Foxe, hee reighed like 
aLyon, and dyed like a Dogge.

Þ His Lewis the tenth, already by 
his Mother King of Navarre, 
<v2 Count of Brye,and Champagne, 

ſucceeded his Father, Anno Domini 
1315. His Kingdome from thebegin- 

ning was marvellouſly tronbled with 
mutl- 
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mutinies and popular ſeditions ; and 
for that cauſe he was furnamed Hat, 
whichin old language imports mntiny 
and quarrells. Engaran De Marigny 
Count of Lonexe Ville, was accuſed be. 
fore the King, by Charles of Valsis, the 
Kings Vncle, for having il! governed 
the Finances, charged the people with 
many impolttions and taxes, andinfi- 
nite confuſions ; alſo for having taken 
money of the Flemings to grant 
them a peace to the diſadvantage of the 
King : whereforehe was hanged up- 
on the Gallowes of Paris, which him- 
{elfe had cauſed to be built. 

Afterwards the King cauſed himlfe 
to bee annoynted, and Crowned ar 
Rheimes, upon the Feaſt of the A/ſunp- 
tion of the B. Virezn : then he led 
his Army againſt the Flemings, whom 

he forced to raiſe and forſake the ſiege 
of L'Iſle. And athis returne he ſeated 
the Court, of Parliamentat Paris, to 
the end, that the pleaders ſhould nor be 
anymore incommodared by fo ofteu re.

Philip the Tall, brother tothe late King 
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Lewis, oppoſing the Lawes and Cu- 
ſtomes of Frarce, inright of his Neece 
canſed the Crowne to be adjudged un- 
to him. 

Lewis the tenth, ſurnamed Hyti had 
rwo Wives, Margxerite , daughter of 
Robert Duke of Burgundy, by whom 
hehad adaughternamed Toare, who 
was married after to Philip Connt of 
E vrenx,lonne tO Lewzs of F rance, bro- 
ther ro the late Philip the Faire, and 
by this meanes the Kingdome of Na- 
varre entered into the families of the 
Counts of Evrenx : and Clemence fiſter 
to Carlobert,King of Hungary, whom at 
his deceaſe he left with Child ofa ſonne 
who was called 70h : and although he 
dyedan infant,without having beene 
crowned, hee hath not beene heretofore 
ranked inthe Catalogue of the Xi-gs of 
France, Nevertheletſe, fecing thathe 
was truely legitimate, and ſole heire to 
King Lewis Hutin, he deſerved rhe title 
Royall, and to bee inſerted rothenum- 
ber of #;n7,ſeeing thar dying hee was 

| = with 
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with ſolemnity,and Regall pompe car- 
ryed to St. Denis ; thePrinces, his 
Vncles, and kinred being preſentat his 
Funeralls; where hee was proclaimed, 
although dead, King of France,and Na- 
varre. Inthe meane time that Clemerce 
was with Child, 1mmediately upon the 
deceaſe of Lewis Hutin, it was ordered 
by the Court of Parliament, that Monn- 


feeur Philip of France , Count of Poi-- 


tiers,fhould be Regent of the Kingdome 
untill che fruit of the Queene (if it were 
Male) ſhould attaine ro the maturity 
ofeighteene yeares: and therefore hee 
he borein his Armes the Title of Fhzlip 
Soune of the King of France, and Na- 
varre, Regent of *the Kingdomes of 
France,aud Nayarre. And fothe Re- 
gency was given tothe next Prince of 
Blood, ſo that hee were the neareſt to 


ſacceed the Crowne. After thedeath of _ 


the ſaid 7ohr,who lived but eight dajes, 
or at the moſt but 20 dajes,(as ſome do 
write) there was ſome diſpute amongſt 
the Princes of the kingdome, ſome 
main- 
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maintaining the right to bee ill 
grounded upon Teare, daughter tothe 
late Lewis Hutin : and others reſting 
upon the Iuſtice of the Salique Law, 
which yet was never violated in France, 
and ordayneth, that therebeing never 
an heire Male ofaKing, the next of 
Blood, of the Male fide, ſhall come to 
the Crowne,and excludes the daughters 
and the deſcendents from them, al- 
though they be Males. Bur inthe end 
the Parliament of the Paires and Coun- 
ſell of France, adjudged rhar Philip the 
Tall,Vncle to thelate 19hn, was the true 
and lawfull heire to the Crowne:which 
was the firſt debate and difference of the 
Salique Law. : 
The King reigned but an yeare and 
ag halfe, thereby to make good the po- 
frion of Philoſophy, Nulluzz violew- 
tumeſt etermm ; forhis government 
was violent, and therefore could nor 
long continue. Ergxerard, accuſed by 
Charles Earle of Yalois, and made od. 
ous tothe people by his oppreſſion of 
therm, 
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them, whereof they are onely ſenſible, 
was made a Sacrifice and Hanged ; bur 
after his execution the Earle of Yalozs 
fell inco alanguiſhing Conſumprion, & 
King Lewis H#tin dyed ſuddainly, fo 
that the people began to, imagine that 
Evgwerands unjuſt death was thus re- 
venged on theſe Princes: which change 
of their opinion, ſhewes that it was 
rightly ſpoken : what the people ſaies,a 
foole ſpeakes: Thereforeit 1s obſerve- 
able,thar good Subjedts may be unjuſtly 
affliGed,that the people blinded by pal- 
ſion,and diſcerning not the truth, will 
undeſervedly :fpeake well and 1! of the 
ſame Aion; and the fame man, 
And laſtly,thatgreat men , loving not 
tocome to accompt , may abuſe their 
authority. |

his Wives Mather. In the meane time 
Lewis, Count of Newers, Sonne of Ro-

The fewes which 
were formerly expelled and driven out 
of the Kingdome, were now againe 
adnutred , butafrer they endeavoured 
to bring in an Artifictall Plagne into rhe 
Kingdome, by uſing the helpe of Le- 
pers, ſome were grievouſ]y puniſhed, 
and the reſt baniſhed our of France.

This King reigned (ixe yeares , being 
wiſe, temperate, and juſt, three chietec 
vertues ina Prince, but unhappy in his

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progeny. Afoone as he was annointed) 
he held a grear Seſhons in Paris, to 
heare complaints, and cauſed many 
Gentlemen to be puniſhed, in which 
number was one Jourdain of Liſle, 4 
Gafcon , who being Nephew to Pope 
John the 22, had beene pardoned for 
eighteene capitall crimes, and yet ſtill 


grew more1mpious, former mercy nia- 


king himpreſume more of pardon, un- 


till atlaſthe was taken, and brought to 


Paris, where King Charles cauſed him 
juſtly to be hang'd, as a memorable ex- 
ample, that Reſpe& 1s anenemy to Ja- 
ſtice, which muſftbe executed withour 
ſparing the guilty. To conclude, this 
Prince was worthy of the French Mo- 
narchy, and deſerved robe reckon'd a- 
monegſt thechiefeſt men of State. And 
as the Kingdome was happy in having 
ſo worthy and ſufficient a King , ſohis 
ſhort Reigne deprived the Realme of 
that good which it ſhould receive by his 
government: But the beſt and moſt per- 
fect men, are in the blind world either

-10nt , who was baniſhed out of Frartce 
through a falſe accuſation ; by whoſe 
periwaſion the King of England beeing 
allyed toall the Princes of the Empire, 
whereofhee had already obtained the 
Vicariate,beganne to warreagainſt Ph#- 
lip in Nantonge, Anno Domini 1336. 
Afterwards he cauſed the Flemings to

French that werein the Towne of L'Iſe,

liſp trom joyning with the Flemines, 
And afrer this victory he encamped be- 
fore Toarnay , where he continued du- 
ring fifry dayes ; during which time, the 
Mother of rhe Connt of Hainazlt, 
wroughra Trace berween the Kings of 
Enzlandand France, which continued 
not long, becauſe the warres were re- 
nued thortly atter berweene them , be-

In which warre the French loſt the me- 
morable battaile of Crecy, neare Abe- 
ville, wherein the greateſt part of the 
Nobility and flower of all France was 
ſflaine,and the Towne of Calais taken. 
Afrter this, the King having marryed in 
a ſecond wedlocke the Lady Blanche, 
daughter of the late Philip, King of 


Navarre, 
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Navarre, and received the. Danphinate 
of Humbert,togerher with the City and 
Countrey of Montpelier , for a purchaſe 
of the King of Maillorque, he retired ro 
Nogent, there to conclude his daies the 
23. or 28.-0f Auguſt 1350. leaving 
Tohn Duke of Normandy, and Philip 
Duke of orleans. 

He was an ingenious wity Prince, as 
appeareth by his juſtification of the 
Salique Law, by theſe words of Scrip- 
rare.

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After returning into Gxienze, he im- 
poſed upon his Subjets unaccuſtomed 
raxations and impoſts, which cauſed 
the Lords of THrmaignac and of Albert 
toappeale tro the King of Fraxce, as ro 
their Soveraigne Lord, which was a 
cauſe rhar moved Charles to give an care 
to Henry, who offered tohold his king- 
dome of Caſtile from him, ſo that hee 
would ayde him in the re-conqueſt 
thereof.

This King had many vertues, ſhining 
in all eſtates, both in happinefſe and 
adverſity , and when the Realme was in 
the heare of troubles, he ſaved it from 
ruine, ſo that his fame was ſpred a- 
broad, leaving an honourable remem- 
branceto his poſterity. Hee favoured 
Learning and the learned, preferring 
the Schoolemaſter Nzchelas Or:ſme : He 
cauſed the Bible to be tranſlated, imi- 
rating therein St. Lewzs, and tooke 
great delight to read the Scripture and 
Philoſophy, and he made Ariſtotles E- 
thicks and Politicks , and many places 
of Tully to be tranſjated into French ; 
and his favour ſhewed to learned men, 
cheriſhed their fancies, and made them 
ſceke unto the forſaken Muſes for witty 
inventions. ' Hee would heare Suits in 
open Court, and redrefle the wrongs

of the oppreſſed, and tooke pleaſureto 
advance his houſhold ſervants, and gave 
them meanes for bringing up their ſons, 
and marrying theirdaughters : And as 
he was a fayourer of Learning , ſo Bar- 
tholl, Baldus,Petrarch,Bociac, Plorindes, 
Bonaventure, and John Wickliffe of Ox- 
fordin Englandlived in his Reigne.

Charles 6. the 53. King of France. 
Anno 1300. 
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he chaſtiſed the Pariſfans, who had mu- 
rinyed abont impoſts, having Mallers 
asa token of their tation , whereupon 
they were called Maillotins. In the 
meane time Peter d: Craox wounded 
Cliſſon Conſtable of France, whereof 
the King intending a revenge, fell into 
a frenfie , by reaſon whereof the king- 
dome was put into the hands of the 
Dukes of Berry and Burgundy, who 
laying hands upon Cliſſon , by an Act of 
Parlement , cauſed him to be depri- 
ved of his eſtate, and bantſhed the king- 
dome. 

The King of England marryed the 
Lady 1ſabell, the eldeſt Daughter to 
Charles, whereupon a Truce was con- 
cluded betweene the Erglifhand Frexch 
for Thirty yeares. But King Richard 
being afterward ſlaine , ſhee was ſent 
backe into France without a Dowry ; 


| 2 byreaſon whereof the Duke of orleans 
* preſented a combare of {even French a- 


gainſt ſeven Ezgliſh within the liſts, 
which combate the French gained. Then 
: alſo 
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alſo upon ſome rancors and diſſentions 
betweene rhe houſes of Bxrgandy and 
Orleans for the government of the 
Kingdome, Joh the eldeſt ſonne of

panied the Dauphine, who for that fat 
was by his Father Charles, nor yet 1n 
ſenſe, diſ-inherired, andin his placehe 
inſtituted Henry King of England, to 
whom upon a peace hee had givenin 
marriage Katherine of F rance, rogether 
with the government of France and 
Pars,

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Paris , making warres againſt rhe Day- 
phin antill death , which was followed 
with that ofthe King , who had before 
piven confent tothe Duke of Bedford, 
tobe Regent in France for young King 
Henry, who was yet inhis Cradle. 

This Charles the 6. was of a magnani- 
mous and Heroick ſoule, full of the 
fre of true valour , which upon any 
brave occaſion broke forth in glorious 
actions : which .vertue was declared in 
his younger yeares by rhis anſwer to his 
Father Charles the fifch, by whom a 
Crowne of Gold enchaſed with preci- 
ous Stones, and a Helmet of Steele 
furely guilt, being propounded to his 


choiſe, hee anſwered hee would rather- 


chu che Helmer than rhe Crowne. Afﬀ- 
terwarc being crowned King of Frazce, 
this Sonne of valour rifing in the ſpheare 
of Majeſty. ſhined forth wirh early 
beames of valour: for being ſhewed by

whole Army onthe French fide was 
diſcomficed ; and the Engliſh Archers

Afterward the French growing re- 
bellions, King Henry beſieges Parzs,and 
takes it.Bicardy afterward ſweares fealty 
and obedience roKing Her. Matters be- 
ing ſetled, all the Warres was conclu- 
ded with -joyfull Solemnities at the 
marriage of King Henry and the Lady 
Katharine, with whom he returned af- 
terward into Exgland, where eyery 
Subje&t expreſt his love and loyalty to 
him, each one contending, who 
ſhould be theforwardeſt for the enter- 
taining of ſo Noble and vicorions a 
Prince, and his moſt Royall Con- 
ore... | 

Afterward King Henry being at the 
ſiege of Meanx, his wife was delivered 
of Henry of Mynmouth, his laſtjoy on 
earth ; fornort long after ſickning at 
at Melum,and his malady encreafing at 
Bois De vincennois, hee cheerefully 
rendred his Soule to GOD, who 
received him to immortall joy,where 

he 
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heremaines Crowned with Czleſtiall 
glory, while his body being convey- 
edinto England, was with all pompous 
Celebrity interred in the Church ar 
Weſtminſter , where on his Tomhe are 
Ingrayen theſe Verſes.

&2\QFter the deceaſe of Charles the 6, 
PAR Charles 7. his ſonne, began to 
S908 ſtyle himſelfe King of France, 
notwithftanding that his Father had 
diſ-inherited him , and given it to 
Henry King of England. In the begin- 
ning of his Reigne having made Count 
Arthur 
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Arthur, brother to the Duke of Bre- 
tagne, High Conſtable of France, ſent 
him again{t the Ergli;, who in a man- 
ner were Maſters ofall France, andhad 
now beleaguered Orleans contrary to 
thejr promiſe made to their Duke,who 
at that time was priſoner in Ergland: 
whereupon the King ſent the Count of 
Dunozs , the Baſtard of Orleans, Pothoy, 
Hire. all valiant Commanders to relieve 
it. Ar that time the French loſt the 


| Battaile of Harens : whereupon the 
| King being enraged, and nor knowing 


which way beſt robetake himſelfe, was 
encouraged by Joane the Maid, who 
miraculouſly drove the Engliſh from 


before Orleance - and having recovered 


many loſt Townes, and gained the 
barraile neare Pataz, and conveyed the 
King tobe crownedat Aheims, but up- 
on a Sally which ſhe made ont of Cham- 
pagne upon the Engliſh, ſhe was taken, 
and put todeath at Ronen. * 

In the enda peace being made be- 
tweene the Dake of Bxrgnndy and the 
| King 
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King of France, they firſt drove the 
Engliſh ont of Paris, nineteene yeares 
after theirenjoying it, into which the 
King madehis entry the twelfth of No- 
vember, Anno Domini 1437, to equall 
which there preſently enſued the Pra- 
gzery Faction. The quarrells alſo of the 
Houſes of 0rlearce and Burgundy were 
extinguithed by the Marriage of Charles 
Dake of Orleance, with Mary of Clexe, 
neare to the Duke of Burgundy : The 
Engliſh alſo lived promiſcuouſly with 
the French, bur the Truce being bro- 
ken by an Engliſh Captaine , whotook 
inthe Caſtle of Fougeres , the King im- 
ployed his uttermoſt ro quit France of | 
all rhe Ezgliſh - and thereupon hee to * ; 
this d-igne appointed his Franc- | 
archers or Boemen, and began with 
Normandy, which he reduced wholly to 
his obedience : after that Gxzenne and 
the Citty of Bordeaux , inſomuch that 
the Engliſh could retaine nothing on 
that ſide the Seas, but Cales and the 
County of Gxicnnes. The King en- 


 Joying 
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zoying this repoſe of peace,. was much 
troubled with. the abſence of the Dau- 
phin , whador ſixe yeares had beraken 
himſelfe ro the Duke of Bargyndy, and 
thence mato Brabant , where hee rema1- 
ned till his Fathers deceaſe , which was 
rhe 22. of July, Anno Dom. 1461. 
This King being unfortunare 1n his 
Warres, grew ſo behind hand both in 
fame and eſtate , that amongſt other 
afflitions, hee was burthened with re- 
proach and poyerty, ſo thar he dined 
in his Chamber, attended on by his 
houſhold ſervants, where Pothor: and 
la Hire comming to Chuſteandurn to re- 
quire ſuccours, found him ar Table 
with a Rumpe of Mutton and two 
Chickens. He was reproachetb.for the 
love of faire Agnes, but the Hiſtory of 
St. Dennzs reports, thar hee loved her 
onely for her pleaſing behaviour, elo- 
quent ſpeech, and beauty, and that he 
never uſed any laſcivious action unto 
her, nor never touched her beneath 


the chinne. Joarea Virgin, or rather 
Witch, 
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Witch, profeſling that ſhe had a Reve- 
lation how to ſuccour the King, and 
chaſe the Engliſh from orleance, was 
brought by the Lord of Bandie Conrt, 
Provoſt of Yarncoleurs to Chinon, at- 
tired like a man. The King takes up- 
on him the habite of a Countryman, 


yet ſhee goes direaly to the King, al- | 


though they told her ſhee was miſta- 
ken. Shee had Armes and Horſe gi- 
ven her, with a Troope to enter the 
City, accompanied by the Admirall 
and Martiall of France : Shee comes 
to.Orleance , they rejoyce to behold 
the Maiden Warriour , whereupon 
Joane ſends threats to the Engliſh by 
Letter, ſubſcribed , Vnderſtand theſe 
Newes from-God and from the Vir- 
gin. Orleance was aflaulted by her coun- 
ſell : The Virgin entred the Fort firſt, 
crying, Montjoy St. Dennis, the Fort js 
worne. The Engliſh grew amazed at the 
Virgins exploits : In memory whereof 
a Monument waseredted ; King Charles 
the ſeventh armed, and Joarethe Virgin 
armed, 
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armed,kneeling on their knees before a 
Crucifixe of Brafſe, which is till to bee 
ſeeneupon the Bridge at Orleance.

Pg= Fr; the 11, departing out of 
Z BS * Brabant, being accompanyed 
TS with the Duke 5 Philip Of Bur- 
gundy , and the Count of Charolozs his

guſt 146r. ThePrinces ſeeing them- 
ſelves in contempr, eſpecially Monnſrer 
Charles his brother, who roſe up in 
Armes againſt kim, undera pretenſive 
colour for the common good, giving 
him the famous batraile of Meztlehery, 
the fifteenth of 7uly, 4110 Dozh5mt kgs2. 
The King for the diffipatingoftheir 
forceg;- following the adviſe of the 
Dukevf Milan, gave Normandy ta his 
brother,, which afterwards by ſabril-- 
ties he withdrew from him againe. 
 Butinrheend hee was enforced by the 
Duke of Burgundy togiveunto hisbro- 
rher Mounſier Charles the Counties of 
Champagne and Brie, which hee after- 
ward exchanged for the Datchy of G7- 
enne,by this meanes to weane him from 
the Dake of Burgundy,recalling all rhe 
Townes apon this fide the River 
Somme; and afterwards againſt his bro- 
ther Charles, for the withdrawing of 
the Dautchy of Gxienne, whoimmedi- 
ately 
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ately dyed, not without ſuſpition of 
poyſon. Afterwards he made a treaty 
of peace at Boxvines,with the Dukes of 
Bretagne and Burgundy for the enſna- 
ring of the High ConſtableS.Panl, who 
had beene the prime ſparke of all the 
diflentions after the batraile of Montle- 
bery.In the meane rime the King works 
the Duke of Bargandy quite cut with 
the Emperour Fredericke, and with the 
Duke of Loraize, working his ruine at 
the ſiege of Mrs. Then he takes m 
many Townes of the Burguneion, who. 
had appealed ro rhe Emngliſh for aide, 
with whom the King had already made 
a treaty of P;quigny,by which Charles 
the Kings ſonne was to marry with the 
daughter of England, when they came 
to be of age;which conſtrained the Byr= 
gundion to make his peace with the 
King, and to deliver the High Con- 
ſtable into his power. The Duke of

This King having appoynted a Biſhop 
togoe takea Muſter of the Souldiers 
in Parzs, agreat Noble-man deſired a 
Commiſſion to reforme the Biſhops

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Biſhop. When this King was Dazl+ 
phin of France,he taking great pleaſure 
in hunring , often reſorted ro a poore 
Forreſters Cettage, where he did uſe to 
eare Radifhes,he comming tobe Kzng, 
the Forreſter perſwaded by his Witfe,8: 
inhope of reward, prefented to the 
Kinga faire Radiſh, which his Majeſty 
accepted, and rewarded the Forreſter 
with a thouſand Crownes. Afrer- 


' ward a Courtier preſented the King 


with a fairegoodly Horſe, expetting a 
greater reward, becauſche had beene 
ſobounrifull co the Forreſter. But the 
King contrary to his expectation, gave 
the Courtier his Radiſh, wrapped up 
in white paper ; the Courtier returning 
to his lodging, opening the packer, 
found nothing bet aRadiſh, . whereup- 
on he informed the King of che miſ- 
take,as he ſuppoſed: The King ſaid, I 
have paide thee well for thy horſe : for 
the prefent which I gave thee colt mee a 
thouſand Crownes z; thus the poore 
mans good affection was wel rewarded, 
T 4 and 
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and the Courtiers audaciouſneſſe ſlight- 
ly regarded. 

This Lew:s ſends an Embaſſadour to 
the Emperour, toexcuſe him for not 
ſending anarmy,promiſed by treaty,en- 
trezting'himnor to make a greement 
with the Duke of B«rgogne;but that he 
ſhould confiſcate all the Dukes - Signo- 
nories that held of the Emperour, as 
hee would doe thoſe that held of the 
Crowne of Fraxce : The Emperour an- 
ſwered, that they muſt not divide the 
Bearesskinne before the Beaſt be dead. 
This King commming to an interview 
ofthe King of Caſtile, unto whom hee 
was formerly ſtrickly allyed, conceived 
2contemptand diſdaine each of other: 
The French of the Caſtil:ans ſumptu- 
ouſneſſe and pride,in their words,coun- 
tenance and apparrell[:TheC aſftil;axs of 
the plainneſſe of the Frexchartire:So as 
from that day theſe Kings did neyer 


love, and theFrexch did ever ſince hate 


the Spaniard. 
Charles 
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Charles 8. the 56. King of France. 
Anno 1483. 


HARLES thes. atthe age of 

I3. yeares came tothe Crowne, 

> under the Regency of Maslam de 
Beavieu his owne Siſter, and of the 
Duke of Bourbon her Huſband : where- 
upon the Duke of 0rleance, theneareſt 
tothe Crowne, and had married _ 
| other 
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other Siſter, asinan indignity concei- 
ved, convocared and ſummoned all the 
Scateſmen roTerrs. In the mane time 
the Dake of orleance ſeeing that Madam 
of Beaview managed all the affaires of 
the 'kingdome, retired himſelfe- into 
Bretagne ; whereupon the King made 
Warre againſt him, and recovered a 
Battaile againſt him at $7. A/b:7s,, the 
Dake of 0r/cance, and the Prince of 0- 
range being taken Priſoners. After 
this the Dake of Bretagne deceaſed, lea- 
ving his ſole Daughter Anze-Inhere- 
trix 2 who notwithſtanding that ſhe had 

madea promiſe to Maximilian, King 

ofthe Romans, was after marryed to 

the King,” for which cauſe the Kivg of 
England made a preparation for Warre 

againſthim inthe behalfe of Maximli- 


an, but ir was concluded thar the King 


fhould fend backe the Princefſe Margne- 


rite with her Dowry of the Countries 


of Artois and Burgundy. Afﬀeer,having 
furrendred the County of Roulſilor to 


the Spaniard by the perſwaſion of his 
Confel- 
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Confefſour , he went upon the recove- 
ry of the ſucceſſion which Renatus, the 
late King of Sicily, and Charles the 


Count of Maze his brother, had lefr 


unto him by Will, for the rights which 
they pretended to the kingdome of 
Naples. 

In his journey hee was Regally enter- 
tained by Ludovicas Sſorza, '(urnamed 
the Moore, inthe Towne of Aſt - and 
after having proceeded into Ty/cany,by 
Peter de Medicis, who delivered into 
his command the Fortreſſes of Florence 
and the City of Piſa: From thence hee 
went to Rome, where nolens volens, he 
entered, Alexander 6. being then Pope, 
who working his peace with him, gave 
him the Title of Emperour of Conſtan- 
tinople, and inveſted him to the king- 
dome of Naples : whither the King ha- 
ving made his entrance the 12. of May, 
Anno Dom. 1495, hee was crowned 
King of Sicily. Whereupon the Mo- 
narchs and Potentates of 7taly being as 
mazed, intended him an Ambuſcade 

in 
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inhis returne at Foxrroxe ; but the King 
paſſing another way, eſcaped the plot, 
and came fafe into France - where ha- 
ving intelligence of the lofſe of Naples, 
and intending a ſecond voyage thither 
for the recovery of his loſſes, dyed of 
an Apoplexy, as hee was ſeeing a Game 
ar Tennis inthe Caſtle of Amboiſe, the 
ſeventh of April, Arno Domini 1498. 

This Xing among other facetious 
ſayings, gave the Florentine Embaſſa- 
donrs this merry Anſwer, denoting 
their unfaithfulneſle, in theſe two 7tal7- 
ax Verſes: |

afterward on colder thoughts growing 
wiſer, this piece of leatherne igno- 
rance, contrary to his former agree- 
ment, without either fidelity or cour- 
tefie, demanded the price ofhis Gooſe 
in the preſence of her Husband, and 
made her, for rhe former ſawce ofthe 
Goole, pay him againe. And with this 
Ttalian Proverb, which had this wanton 
Originall , the King anſwered the 
unfaithfull Embafſadours of Florence. 
His Queene A»ze having received ti- 
dings ofhis Death, faid ; Gods will be 
done, Idoubt not but I ſhall beas grear 
as I was before, intimating thereby her 
hopes robe Queene of Fraxce ; after- 
wards verified by her Marriage with 
King Lewzs the twelfth. Friar Jeroſ#ne 
Savonarolaliving at Florence, foretold 
in his Sermons that this King ſhould 
come into Ztaly, and obtaine great 
victor!2s, . which fellouc accordingly; 
and in thoſe Warres nothing was gai- 
ned bur a ſtinking contagious diſeaſe, 
afterwards ſpred over all France, and 
fince 
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fince then called the French Poxe, Afﬀ- 
ter this King had ended his warres , he 
builded a Caſtle at Az-bos , not know- 
ing that inſtead of a ſtately Palace, hee 
ſhoald end his life in a baſe and filthy 
Gallery. Heintending to reforme his 
life, it chanced the ſeyenth of April, 
going after with the Queene into rhe 
 Caftle-ditches; hee ſtrooke his fore- 
head! againſt-the doore of a Gallery, 
whereashe meant to ſee a ſetat Tennis. 


| This blowdriving him to the preme- 


ditztion'of his approaching end , hee 
faid ro his Confefloar, that hee would 
nevercommit any mortall or veniall ſin, 
ifnecould ayoide it, which was a good 
reſervation: upon this proteſtarion hee 
fell backwardinto an Apoplexy, where- 
withhe had beene troubled, and dyed 
abour I 1. a clocke at night, ina Cham- 
berneare coa Gallery, ſtinking with the 
urine which every one made as he paſſed 
rarough ic, being laid on a Matrefſe, ſuch 
as they could finde by chance. In him 
the dirett Line failed, and the Crowne 
came 
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came tothe Collaterall Line ,: the neas 
reſt whereof was Lewis Duke of Orles 


ances and Valdis his Succeſſor. |

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® His Lewis the 12. ſucceeded ac 
S cording to the Cuſtome of 
"France, tO Charles the 8 , who 
dyed withour iflue , and was crowned 


the 


the 27. of May. Hee repudiated the La- 
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dy Joane of France for her indifpoſition 
of conception, and marryed the Lady 
Anne of Bretagne, Widow to the late 
King. . Afterwards having made ſure 
of Milan, Genes, and Lombardy, by the 


. taking of Ludovicus Sforza , hee made 


anaccord with the King of Spaixe,with 
whomhee conquered the Kingdome of 
Naples, which was after loſt by the 
Frexch through the infidelity and perfi- 
dious treachery of the Spaniard. Where- 
upon the King having yeelded his 
claime and part thatheprerended to ir, 
unto Ferdinand King of Aragon, in fa- 
your of the Marriage cf Madame Gers 
»14ine de Foix, his owne Siſters Daugh- 
ter, and makesan agreement with the 
Pope againſt rhe Veretians, againſt 
whom hee gained a barraile the 15. of 
May, Anno Dom. 1509, without any aſ- 
fiſtance of che Trace. Hee withſtood 
the Pope, who declared himſelfe an E- 
nemy tothe French , and he tooke ma- 
ny places in the Dutchy of Ferrara, 
- which 
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| which gaveanoccafionro the Duke to 


recover what he had 1oſt : asalſo Gaſto# 
de Foix raiſed the P: p23 Army from be. 
fore Bologna, and rehevec the City of 
Breſcia, which the Venetzans had now 
beleaguered ;zand having defeared their 
Army , from thence he went to hazard 
his life before Ravenna, having firſt 
wonne the field. The Lord of Palifſe 
was ſubſtituted inhis place as Comman- 
mander, who ſacked it. Whereupon 
the Emperour and the Pope joyning 
with the Engliſh , recovered many 
Townes upon the Frer#, and the 


' Spaniardre-entered into the kingdome 


of Naples, VVhereupon King Lewis 


| being moved, ſent the Duke of Lorgxe- 


ville with an Army to re-eſtate the King 
of Navarre into his Kingdome: but hee 
was conſtrained to returne withoutany 
effect, which was acaule that the King 
being deſirous to re-enter his Durchy 
of Milan, accorded with the Spaniard 
and rhe Yernetian , and after ſent rhe 
Lord of Tremovil/e with his Army into 
V Italy, 
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Italy, whence he was beaten out by the 
Swiſſes- In the meane time the King 
of Englaxdbefieged Theroxenne, where 
was fought the batraile of Eſperons, af- 
ter which King Lewzs being a widower, 
married with the Daughter of the King 
of England, with whom hee having 
peace, ashe was in a preparation for an 
Army into 7taly, hee was prevented by 
death, the firſt day of the yeare 1515. 
Hee was ſurnamed The Father of the 
people. | 
This King being inſtigated and per- 
ſwaded by ſome of his familiars to rake 
revenge on the Citizens of 0rleance, be- 
cauſe when hee was Duke of 0rleaxce, 
and when Charles the 8. maintaining 
warres againſt him, had compelled him 
to Alye into Brittaine , they hadſhuc 
the gates of their City againſt him : But 
he forgetting their former injury , an- } 
ſwered ; That being now King of 
France, hee would not revenge injuries 
done to the Duke of 0rleance. Hee be- 
ing told, making warre then in 1taly wy 
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_ therecovery ofthe Dutchy of M:Yaine, 
that Agnadell was taken by his Enemies, 


who had there taken up their lodging, 
anſwered : Then will I lodge upon their 
bellies, or elſe they ſhall lodge n 
mine. Being advifed reſerve his 
perſon from the ſhot bf the great Ord- 
nance, he anſwereg, A rightfull King 
of France was nevef (laine with the thor 
of a Cannon : Therefore ler him that is 
affraid, come behinde me. Hee lying 
in Campe, and a Souldier ſtanding 
neare him, being ſlaine with a Cannon 
ſhor, and ſhewed untothe King, hee 
ſmild and ſaid , Heis butalirtle cold in 

his hands. | 
This King having commanded thata 
company of Foot-men ſhould be levied 
of ſtrong active men, andatthe day ap- 
pointed a company of old Souldiers, as 
appeared by ſcarres, being preſented 
untohim, faid; Theſe men,as it ſeemes 
by their wounds, were more willing to 
take than ro give blowes. Whereupon 
the Souldier replyed , They were not . 
V 2 valianter 
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valianter than we, for they wounded 
us, butwe ſlewthem. To a Gentle- 
man that boaſted of his ſcarres and 
wounds in his face, and deſired the King 


 toreward his ſervice, hee ſaid, Take 


heed hereafter of turning backe thy face 


- whenthouart flying from thy Enemy. 


He being diflwaded from making 
Warres on the YVenetians, being a wiſe 
and prudentpeople, faid, Wee will ſet 
ſo many fooles upon them that ſhall 
beard them to the teeth , that they ſhall 
not know which way toturne. To cer- 
taine Embaſſadours of Greece that de- 
rhanded ſuccours againſt the Txrke. he 
objected this old Verſe Barbara Greca 
genus retinent quod habere ſolebant. The 
Lords of the Parliament refuſing to ad- 
mira Councellour for his ignorance and 
inſufficiency, though preferred by the 
King ; he aſked them how many Coun- 
cellours there were? They replyed, an 
Hundred : Then ſaid the King, cannot 
you many wile men make one become 
wile? A Courtier being wonder'd at 
for 


| 
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for his great ſtature, and accounted a 
Gyant, the King ſaid, it is no wonder, 
for his Mother tooke paines to make 
him, and perhaps hee had many Fa- 
thers. He told the Ladies of the Courr, 
that Hinds had at firſt Hornes as well as 
Harts, but for their pride and rebelli- 
onagain(t the Harrs, Nature offended 
theremch , deprived them of 'their 
Horneg, to ſhew that Wives ſhould be 
obedientto their Husbands. Hee told 
the Dake of Angoleſme his ſonne in 
law, thatacertaine Father and his ſon 
travelling towards a Towne, the ſonne 
ſaid, that now they were almoſt at the 
Towne; but yet they afterward travel- 
led untillit was night before they could 
ger tothe Towne :whither being come, 
the Father id co the Sonne, Hehce- 
forth 'Sonte, never ſay I am at the 
Towne, till thou art paſt the Gates. He 
ſaid alſo thar Aſes were happier than 
Horſes, for Horſes runne poſt to Rowe 


to get thoſe Benefices whereof Aſs are 


Y'q poſſeſſed, 
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poſſeſſed. Being aſked to marry his 
Daughter the Lady Clard7a to aſtrange 
Prince, he ſaid, will make no alliance

The King having taken Proſper Col- 
lonne, and obtained two battailes a- 
gainſt the Swiſſes, tooke Milay, Af 


' ter by the perſwaſion of Pope Leo the 


tenth, the Milazers revolted, and im- 
mediately after, Charles of Bourbox 
tooke part with Charles the fifth, Em- 
perour. The King accompanied with 


the Marſhall of Chabares, having reco- 


vered the Dntchy of Milan into his 
ower, he went to befiege Pavia, where 
e was taken, and by the induſtrious 


| treaty of Mudric, Anno Dom. 1525, hee 


was ſent backe into Frerce. Aﬀterwards 
Charles of Bourbox was \laine, ſkaling 
the Walls of Rozve, which was taken 
by the Sparzards with the Pope. Arne 
Do#2. 1529. a Treaty of Cambray was 
concluded, and the children of France 
were ſent backe into France with 
V 4 Madame 
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Madame Elianor. The King and the 
Pope by Embaſſies came to an agree- 
ment at Marſi/es, where the Marriage 
of Henry Duke of Orleance , with the 
Counteſle of Bologyne, the Popes Niece, 
was ſolemnized. | 

After this the King ſent the Lord of 
 Montmorency againſt the Emperour, 
who intended tocome againſt Marſrlles, 
who enforced him to retire into Sparne, 
and afterwards invaded France upen the 
Coaſt of Prcardy, and ſent another Ar- 
my to P:edmount, againſt whom the 
King ſent his forces , which rooke $#/e, 
Villane, and Montcalier, which cauſed 
the truce of Nice for ten yeares, during 
which the Emperour pafſed through 
France into Flanders. In the meane 
time Ceſar Fregoſeand Anthony Rincon 
the Kings Embaſſadours tothe T»rke, 
wereſlaine by the Imperialiſts. Where- 
upon the King according with the 
Duke of Cleve againſt the Emperour, 
tooke Luxembourg, Laxdrecy and other 
places: 


he 
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places: Of which the Emperour being 
certified , belieged Landrecy, bur in 
vaine. Ontheotherfide the Lord -of 
Anguyex, the Kings Lievtenant-in Pzed- 
ont, having gained the battaile of Ce- 
riſolles, rcooke Carignan : whereof the 
Emperour being advertiſed, made a 
preparation againſt Pars, but percei- 
ving the French roo powerfull in forces, 
demanded a Peace, which was publiſhed 
at Yaris. This being done, the King 
intends a Warre againſt the Engliſh ar 
Boulen, with whom having made 
Peace, hee went to pay his debt tro Na- 
ture at Kambonillet., the laſt of March, 
t547, and lyes interred at Sf. Denis. 
Toone that deſired pardon for another 
that had uſed ill ſpeeches of his Majeſty, 
this King ſaid, Lethim for whom thou 
arta ſunrer, learne ro ſpeakelittle, and I 
will learne topardon much. At Paris 
in an Oration againſt Hereticks, hee 
faid : If my arme were infeted with 
that contagion, I would cut it off from 

. my 
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my body, and caſt it into the fire. Hee 
ſaid that hee was ſorry that the Gentle- 
menofhis Realme being moſt ſervice- 
able, and ingenious, were not qualified 
with Learning, to be capable of Civill 
offices as well as Military,fince Vertue is 
the formall cauſe of Gentility, which 
ſhouldexceed baſe low diſpofitions, by 
aneminencexaltation ofgoodneſle, de- 
riving their pettigree from Heaven, for 
Veraeſt Nobilitas quedam cognatio Dys, 
True Nobility is a certaine affinity to 
the Gods. A Treaty of peace being pro- 
ounded, and ready to bee concluded 
etweene the Emperour Charles the fift 
and this King Francis, hee ſaid : Peace 
andamity betweene us cannot long en- 
dure, for the Emperour cannot abide 
an Equallor Companion, and I cannor 
_ endurea Maſter.

I & the Crowne on his birth day,

28> Was conſecrered at Rheimes 1n 
Auguſt 1547. Hee ſent the Lord of 
Efſſe into Scotland, for a defence 
ofthat Countrey,and built a Fort over 
againſt that of Box//en:immediately af- 


ter 
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ter the Commons of Gxienne muti- 
ned upon taxations whilſt che King 
was 1n Piedmont, from whence , being 
upon his recarne into Fraxce,he cauſed 
them tobe puniſhed by the Conftable, 
and made his enterance into . Paris : 
proclaimed open warres againſt Eg- 
land,and renewed his allyance with the 
 Swiſſes. Pope Tulixs the third being in- 

cenſed againſt the King for the City 
of Parma, ſolicited the Emperour to 
takeup Armes againſt him, and to be- 
leaguer Parmaand Mirandula:whereup- 
on the King made a prohibition of 
ſending tothe Court of Rozze for mat- 
ters of Benefices ; and in the meane time 
he tooke Qxters,S. Danian, and other 
places of Piedmont : on the other ſide 
the Burgwndions, and Hannuyers Over- 
runne the Countrey of $Sartsis, above 
Peronne: but to requite them, the King 
making anexpedition into Almany, by 
the policy of the Conſtable ſeezd of the 
Metz,and the Countrey of Meſſzzz, and 


rooke 
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Coke the Duke & Dutchy of Lorazne 
intohis protection : Afterwards hee 
joyned forces with Duke Marrice,who 
falſifying his faith in his rerurne inva= 
ded the Dutchy of Luxembonrg,taking 
the Townes of T vey, Montmedy,Lumes, 
and Civay. In the meane time the 
Emperor marched to the ſiege of Metz, 
whence he was forced to diſ-encampe 
with the loſſe of 30000 men,and threw 
himſelfe upon Theroxenne , which he 
rooke with the Caſtle of Hedirn. The 
King on the other ſide rooke Mariem- 
boure.,and other Townes in Piedmont. 
After that the Empercur quitting the 
Empirezretirgd himſelfe into Spazre. to 
live a ſolitary life, and a peace for 
ve yeares was concluded between the 
Emperour, the Kings of England and 
France,which continued not long. For 
warres being renewed berweene the 
ſaid Kings, the day of St. Lawrence, 


| tothe lofſeof the French : inrevenge 


whereof the King tooke Cales,Gnines, 
Hames, 
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Hames,and the County of 0ze : Peace 
afterbeing made by the marriage be- 
tweene King Phi/ip,and the Lady Eli- | 
Zabeth of France. and of the Duke of 
Savoy,with Madam Margarite,ſiſter to 
theKing 5; and inthe continuance of 
the ſolemnity, the King running at 
Tilt, was hitintheeye, of which hurt 
he dyed at Towrnells, the twentieth 
day of Inly, CAnno Domini 1559. 
and lyes interred at St. Dexis in | 
France. 

This King having the good inclina- 
tion of his Nature confirmed, by being 
well brought up under his Father, 
ordained many good Lawes for the re- 
forming apparrell, providing for the 
none. maintenance of Juſtice, and 
releeving his oppreſſed Subjects ; but 
eſpecially hee made a Law againſt 
{wearing and blaſpheming, and herein 
he did {ingularly well : but he diſgraced 
theſe good ations, by permitring a 
bloody and tarall Combate, betwixt 


Tarmac 
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Tarnac and Chaſtaignery, Gentlemen, 
upon the giving the lye, performed 
at St. German in Lay onthe ſixeteenth 
of July , before the King and divers 
Princes and Noblemen, wherein Jar= 
ac ,held the weaker, gortthe better, 
and gave the other many deacly 
wounds whereof he dyed ; whereu 
on the King did forbid all Com- 
bats. , 

Thus hee beganne his reigne with 
this Tragedy, andended it with his 
owne ; For at the marriage of Eliza- 
beth of France , the King having pub- 
liſhed a ſolemne running tr the Tilr, 
(as is before mentioned) the Kine 
would needes be one of the Challen- 
gers,and the ſecond day ofthe Tourny, 
being perſwaded by the Queene, and 
the Duke of Savoy to retire out of 
the Liſts, he deſired torunne once more 
againſt the Earle of Montgomery, who 


 firſtrefuſed,burafterward r1unne, and 


upon the Kings Helmet broke his 
Lance, 
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Lance,and with a ſplinter thereof (his 
Beaver being ſomewhat open) ſtrikes 
him ſo deepe in the eye, ſo that he dyed 
in his houſe at Toxrne/s, in the 44. 
yeare of his age. The day before his 
death he would have the Duke of. $a- 
voy and the Lady Margaret his ſiſter 
marryed in his Chamber. His heart was 
interred in the Celeftines Church, in 
_ the Dukeaf orleans his Chappell. His 
Character was good, but hee was for- 
merly voluptuons,and permitted him- 
ſelfe robe abuſed by his Officers, ſelling 
Lawes and his authority.

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raize, Arch-Biſhop of that See:after hi 
Coronation, he went tocondu&' his 
Brother in law the Duke of Loraine, 
and the Dutcheſſe Claud;ahis ſiſter as 
farre as Barle Duke : from whence hee 
returned into Frarce, and ſojourned 
tor a while 1n the City of Blo7s, where 
he reformed ſome abuſes of thoſe that 
followed his Court; In the meane 
time this Preſedent Minard was ſlaine 
in his owne Houſe, returning from 
Court : This murther was a cauſe that 
;3t was forbidden to carry trucheons 
and weapons. The Counſellor of Bovrg 
was burnt for his Religion. The King 
having made preparations ; ſent the 
Lord of Martiewes into Scotland, for 
the ſuppreſſion of ſome Scots, who 
vpon pretext of Religion were in 
Armes - during which time, Mary of 
Loraine Dowager of Scotlaxd decea- 
ſed. Artheſame rime alſo certaine 
Gentlemen of France, being aſſembled 
in Armesneare the City of CAboiſe, 
where 
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where the King was attended by the 
Cardinall of Loraine, and his brother, 
the Duke of Gaiſe, were diſcovered ina 
certaine enterpriſe, which they preten- 
ded to be forthe publicke good, and 
for the diſpoſſeſſing of ſome ſtrangers, 
uſurpers of the Kings authority, and 
Kingdome, eontrary tothe ancient au- 
thoriry of the three Eſtates of France z 
and alſo for making ſome remonſtran- 
ces to the King concerning Religion : 
for which many were cxecuted ro 
death,among(ſt whom the Baron of Ca- 
ftelnau was one. At that time the Chan- 
cellour 0h:ver deceaſed, in whoſe place 
and dignity was inſtituted Monſieur 
de'l Hoſpital. Shortly after the King 
went to orleans,there toſertle himſelfe, 
where he fell ſicke of an Apoftume in 
his left eare, whereofhe dyed the foure- 
enth of September, 4nnoDomini 1560. 
having reigned about eighteen month9 
and twenty dayes, and lyes interred at

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The Proteſtants were very much per- 
ſecutedin this Kingsreigne, andthere 
were foure priſoners of eſpeciall note, 
| Caſtelnau,Villemongis, Campagnac, and 
le Picard, who cryed out againſt the 
Chancellor that had ſigned the ſentence 
of their deaths, who thereupon fell ſud- 
denly ficke,and when the Cardinall of 
Loraine came to vilit him, cryed out : 0: 
Cardinall thou haſt dammed us all. While 
the King lay dangerouſly ſicke, the 
Queene mother intending to ſupporr 
the Gziſans,called the King of Nawarre 
intoher cloſet, to whom, as he was go- 
ing a Lady of the Court ſaid : My 
Lord,deny the Queen mother nothing 
rhat {he ſhall demand , elſe you are .

vout. Afterward the King dyed of 
Catarchand a Feaver the I 4. of Decem- 
ber,whoſe ſeeds of vertne lay hid in his 
harure, and werenot diſcerned, onely 
ſome ſhewes of courteſic, modeſty,and

Of all the French Kings, 30g 
continency were in his yoanger yeares 
apparent, and rherefore his death was 
not much lamented. bur of fich as in his 
nonage poſſeſſed uſurped eſtares. After 
his deceaſe the Prince of Code turned 
the ſtreame of affaires. To give abriefe 
Characerof this King and his reigne, 
he was a picture of Majeſty drawne in 
raw colours,being young in yeares'and 
judgement, governed by his Morher, 
and his wives [Uncles, - The Princes of 
Blood were in his reignenor regaxded, 
power and might prevailed in Courr, 
and the Clergy ſought protection from 
the diſturbers of Fraxce. The Nobility 
were ingaged in warres,and the people 
divided in matters of Religion, and in 
the Counrt-factions-were maintained :

FRY his Brother Francis. Hee 
3&>© purſt'dthe enterpriſes of his 
Prodecefior. for his State affaires, which 
were 
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werebegunne the eighth of December ? 
Anno Domini 1560. at Orleans , and 
and afterward finiſhed at Pontoiſe, An- 
guſt and September following , Anno 
Domint 1561. Atrhart time hee afſem- 
bled the Prelates of France at Poſſz to 
a Nationall Counſell. The Janzary 
following it was permitted to the Hx- 
gxenots to make their exerciſes and 
Sermons ont of the Cities. Where- 
upon enſaed great troubles, warres, and 
flaughters of great Lords and perſon- 
ages , as Of the King of Navarre, who 
was \laine before Rower ;and in the bate 
taile of Drezx,which was given the 19. 
of March, Anne Domini 1562. the 
Marrtiall of St. 4#drew, and the Dake 
of Gsiſe were \laine before Orleans. A 
while after, the Towne of Haxre de 
Grace was recovered, which had beene 
before yeelded to the Engliſh. The 
King at the Parliamentat Roxen,being 
declared Mayor,after an Edit of Pacie 
fication made, went to viſit his King-

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dome, 4uno de mini 1564. and went to 
mcet his fatter, the Queene of ' Spazze, 
at,Bayonne,where great 'imagmificences 
were pitormtd. After having viſited 
the Ga'co2ne.Guenne, and Pottor, he 
came ro Moviins; where he made many 
excellent Qrdinances. The ſecond

of Anzuſt, the ſame yeare the Admirall 
was {lainein Paris,with a great number 
of the Hugoneotesand Rochelle was be- 
fieged. 'Thena fourth pacification by 
theeledtion in Poland of the Duke of 
Aniou,brother tothe King, was made: 
he bemg gone in his Kingdome of 
Poland , was certified of his brother, 
the Kings,death on the 3o. of May, at 
the Bois de Vincennes,1574. having one 
daughter who dyedan Infant.

Hee was 4 Prince that had excellent 
naturall gifrs,butblended and mingled 
with vices, wherewith his Governours 
and Schoolemaſters had corrupted his 
young minde, which at the firſt was 
more vertuouſly inclined, delighting in 
Mufick and Poetry. Butjas he was a 
grcat Hunter, that lov'd ro ſhed the 
blood of wilde beaſts, ſo hee ſuffered 
alſo (during his reigne) the Proteſtants 

blood 
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blood to be ſhed, andinrevenge there- 
ofin his ſickneſſt before his death grear 
ſtore of blood iſſued out by vomiting, 
and by other paſſages of his body, in 
the two laſt weekes of his ſickneſſe, 
wherein he endured as much paine and 
torment,as the ſtrength of youth could 
ſufferin the laſt pangs of death. And 
this judgement ſhewed chat God loves 
not the Prince that rthirſts after his ſab-

After his 
Edit of Pacification, untill the deceaſe 
of his onely brother Moxſrerr the Duke 
of Aniou his Kingdome was 1n peace : 
but ſoone after, Anno Domini 1585, 
there grew up a faction pernicious to 
him and his Eſtate , which was called 
the Ligxe, orthe holy Union, the Au- 
thor whereof was the King of Spaize, 

urpoſely rohinder Henry King of Na- 
warre from his accefie tothe Crowne of 
: | France, 
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France, towhom after the deceaſe of 
this King, it ofrightdid belong. This 
Faction was violated under a colour of 
Religion, which was of ſach a force, 
thar the Principality thereof made ſure 
ofthe primeſt Cities in the whole King= 
dome, their owne,and amoneg{t the relt, 
Paris it ſelfe : the Inhabitants, whereof 
having barricadoed themſelves againſt 
their King on rhe twelfth of May, 4710 
Domini 1588, he was conſtrained to re- 
tire himſelfe ro Chartres, and thence to 
Ronen. Intheend the ſecond rime he 
aſſembled his men of Srate at Blojs, at 
the end whereof hee cauſed rhe Duke 
and Cardinallot Griſe to bee executed. 
Upon which execution Paris revolred, 
rogether with rhe prime Cities of the 
Realme, and the Rebells made the 
Duke of Mayzenze to bee their Chiete : 
which was a cauſe thar the King remc- 
ved his Parlement to Texrs 1n March,in 
the yeare 1589, and being reconciled 
cothe King of Navarre, he went tobe- 
leaguer 
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leaguer Parzs, and being at $2. Claxd, 
on the firſt day of Angxſt hee was moſt 
trayterouſly ſtabbed with a knife in the 
bortome ofhis belly by a Jacobin, of 
which wound hee dyed the day follow- 
ing in that ſiege in the midſt of his Ar- 
my , having reigned 1 5. yeares and rwo 
Moneths. His Corps was condudted to 
Compaigne , where it remaineth to this 
dayentombed. 


This King plotting before his recei- 


ving the Crowne, how to ruine the Hy- 
genots, the Emperour rold him, that 
there wasno greater finne than to force 
mens conſciences ;for ſuch as thinke to 
command them , ſuppokng to winne 
Heaven, doe often Iofe thar which they 
poſſeſſe on Earth. He was arlaſt mur- 
dered ( as was ſaid) by a Facobin Fryar, 
whoas the King bended downe to heare 
in private that which he expected, drew 
a knife our of his ſleeye made a purpoſe, 
and thruſt his Majeſty into the botrome 
of the belly , and there leaves the knife 
| in 
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in the wound : The murderer was by 
thofe which ranne to helpe the King, 
preſently killed. Bur the King lived a- 
while, and at his death hee adviſed 
them to unite themſelyes in revenging 
his murder, but yet he forgave his ene- 
mies, and charged them to ſeeke the 
preſervation of the Realme, by purging 
out Faction. And laſtly hee wiſhed - 
them to referre the difference of Religi- - 
on to the Convocation of the Eftates of * 
the Realme, ſaying that Piery is a duty 
of man to God, over which worldly 
force hath no power. The Picure of 
his minde was faire and lovely, being 
drawne with the lines of wit,eloquence, 
gravity, devotion, affeftion tolearning, 
bountifull todeſert, reforming abuſes, 
eaceable and willing to heare counſel], 
ut this comely beauty was diſgraced 
by a pale weaknefle in adverſity, a ſihi« 
ling wantonnefle, and tooliberalla pro- 
digality , which ſomewhat blemiſhed 
this Prince , who had otherwiſe beene 
an 
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an exact peece of perteftion, worthy 
to beplaced among the chiete(t Mo- 
narchs.

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St. Lewis, ſucceeded to the Crowne of 
France by conſent and afliſtance of the 

Nobility, and Army of the late Herry, 

by whoſe deplored.death ir was diſper- 

ſed, retired himſelfe ro Dzeppe, where 

he was beſieged by the Dake of Mayenne 

witha potent Army, which by this King 

was routed, with a ſtnall number of 
Arques the 21. of September, CAnno 

Domini 1589, And from thence purſu- 

ed his victoryeven to Parzs, taking the 

Suburbs thereofupon All- Hallows Eve. 

Afrerwards hee recovered Yendoſmle 

Mans and F alaiſe. 

The fourteenth of March 1590, hee 
obtained the famous victory of Try 
after which hee blocked up Pars and 
St, Denis, and reduced them to ſuch an 
extremity of famine, that in July fol- 
lowing $7, Denzs yeelded it ſelfe ro-his 
power, and Paris alſo was upon the 
point of ſurrender. Cpril, 1591. 
the City of Chartres after a long fiege 
was yeelded upalſo rohim. 

Y January, 
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. January, 1593. began the Eſtates of 
the Liezeat Paris, and the Truce of Sy- 
reſne followed, which being in diſpute 
the King tooke the City of Drexx, and. 
ſhortly afcer he was inftruded in the A o- 
z1n Faith , whereof hee made a pub- 
lique and ſolemne profeſſion at 8. De- 
#js,the 25.0f Fuly. Auguſt tollowing 
the generall Truce began, and conti- 
nued untill the firſt day of the yeare 
1594, which being expired, the King 
cauſed himſelfe ro be crowned at Char- 
$res by the Biſhop of that See, the 27.0f 
February. Hereupon enſued the ſubmil- 
fion of Meanx, Lyons, Orleance, Bourges, 
Rowen and Paris, where the King was 
moſt magnificently entertained. 

A while after the City of Lao was 
belieged, and yeelded up to the King, 
and upon that Champagne and Picardy 
alſo ſubmitred, yea, and the Duke of 
Guiſe, The King being returned to P.:- 
ris , Was ſtabbed in the face with a 
knife by a young deſperate Student 

called 
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called Fohn Chaſte!, who for that fact 
was deſervedly rorne in pieces with 
wilde Horſes the 29. of December. 

The King being recovered of his 
hurt, made Knights of the Holy Ghoſt.in 
January, 1595. Afﬀter the City of Don 
ſabmirted , andina manner all Burgun- 
dy. Allo the ſecond generall Truce was 
publiſhed , and inthe 7zterim the re- 
conciliation of the Duke of Mayerne 
was wrought, together with thoſe of 
the Dukes of Toyenſe and Eſpernon. 

In the beginning, of rhe yeare 1596, 
the City of Marſiles was ſurrendred 
ro rhe King, and to the Duke of Guz/e, 
Governorur of Provence - Heeallo afrer 
cight Moneths ſiege, rooke rhe Towne 
of LaFere mn Picardy about mid May, 
notwithſtanding the reſiſtance of rhe 
Spari/hforces then under the Conduct of 
the Arch-Dauke of Auſtria, whocame 
purpoſely out of Flanders to raiſe that 
ſiege. - | 

At Rewer ina generall aſſembly ofthe 

© 3 Peeres 
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Peeres of France, the Alliance betweeen 

him and Queene Elizabeth of England 
was renewed by Embaſhges extraordi- 

nary in 0Fober, when the King recei- 

ved from herthe Order of $#. George, 
(alias ) the Garter, as, not long before, 

the Order ofthe Chevalry or Knight- 
hood of France was ſentunro the Queen 
of England, by Monſieur the Marſhall of 
Bouillon. 

Anno Domini 1599. the King made 
ordinary Knights of the Holy Ghoſt at 
Rowen, which was never there done be- 
fore, at any other place than at Pars. 

Notlong after, the Towne of Ami- 
ens was taken by the Spaniards, and 
cruelly pillaged for the ſpace of 5. daies, 
and the French beaten our. The King 
reſolved upon a revenging ſiege, and 
tothatend cauſed it tobe encompaſſed 
by Moxſteur the Marſhall of Biron and 
his Troops for theimpeachments of all 
manner of ſupplies : and che King in 


perſon the 21.0f May marched towards 


the 
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the ſaid ſiege of Amiens, which after 


' many furious aſſaults, Sallies, and Skir- 


miſhes, was furrendred upon compoſi- 
tion upon Thurſday the 25. of Septerr- 
ber, notwithanding that the Cardinall 
of Auſtria came even to the Trenches 
with an Army of 18000. foot, and 2060 
Horſe, with 18. Cannons for Battery, 
but was valiantly beaten backe, and in- 
tercepted of his defigne of relieving the 
City, andenforced to a ſhamefull re- 
treate, with the lofſe of a great part of 
his men. | 

The ſame yeare the Marriage of the 
King with Madam Margaret of France 


for many ſtrong and lawfull cauſes was-.-* 
annulled and made void, and by the ” 


Authority of Pope Clement the eight, 
was ſo publiſhed. Wn 
The yeare 1600. the Marriage of the 
King was treated, and concluded with 
the Lady Mary of Medicis, Princefſe of 
Florence, Daughter of the late Great 
Duke of Txſtany, Francis of Medics, 
F 3 and 
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and of Foare of Auſtria, Daughter of 
the Emperour Ferdinand, and in May 
ſhee in her owne Conntrey was proclai- 
med Queene of France. 

The 13. of June 1602. Charles Duke 
of Biron, and Lord High Marſhall of 
France, being come to Fortainblean, 
wasarreſted upon high Treaſon by the 
Kings command , and from thence 
conveyed tothe Baſtile at Paris, Hee 
was convicted by his Peeres for at- 
tempts againſt the Kings Perſon and 
Stare, and upon the Munday before, 
being the 29. of July, hee was adjudged 
toloſzhis head. with the confiſcation 
ofhis goods, andrheland of Biroz de- 
prived for ever of being a Dutchy and 
Pairy of France, and was reunited to 
the Crowne. 

It was pleaded againſt him, 2; xec 
virtute nec fide prodeft , profit exemplo : 
He that can never profit by his vertue.nor 
his loyalty , muſt profit by his example ; 
and thereupon he was condemned , and 
put 
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put into the ſaid Baſtile, whither the 
Chancellour comming to pronounce 
the ſentence of death againſt him, hee 7 
ſhaked the Chancellour by the Arme, - 
faying, You havejudged me, and God 
will abſolye me ; hee will lay open their 
iniquities, which have ſhut their eyes, 
becauſe they would not ſee my innocen- 
cy : You my Lord ſhall anſwer for this 
injuſtice before him, whither I doe 
ſummon you within a yeare and aday,l 
goe before by the judgment of men,bur 
thoſe thar are the cauſe of my death, 
ſhall come after by the judgment of 
God. Afterward he ſaid, I ſee well thar 
Tamnotthe moſt wicked, butIamthe 
moſt unfortunate. Thoſe thar have 
done worſe than I would have done, are 
fayoured, the Kings Clemency 1sdead 
for me. He dorh notimitate C2ſar nor 
Auguftu . orthoſe great Princes, who 
nor onely pardoned the intention of 
doing ill, but the Act; and wherein can 
the King ſhew himſelfe greater than in 
Y 4 pardoning? 
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pardoning ? Clemency is a Kingly ver- 
tue ;every one may give Death , bur it 
belongs onely to Soveraignty to give 
life : But the Chancellour told him, that 
a condemned man muſt not diſpute a- 
gainſt his Judgment, whereapon the 
Duke of B7roz delivered up the Kings 
order. Afterward the Chancellour faid 
that hee had brought two Divines to 
comforthim,and prepare kim for death, 
but the Dake ſaid, Thar he was already 
prepared, and that his ſoule was in fach 
tranquillity, as the night before hee 
had ſpoken with God. Within few daies 
after he was beheaded, and his body in- 
terred by night in the Church of $. Pazl. 
The yeare 1604. the King was adver- 
ſed that one Nzcholas Hee, Secreta- 
ry of State , diſcovered to the King of 
Spaine, (from whom he received an an- 
nuall Penſion tothar end) the ſecrets 
 andaffaires of the State : upon the no- 
tice taken L' Hoſte puthimſelfe in flight 
for his owne ſafery,burhe was ſo cloſely 
followed 
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followedand purſued , thathe was en- 
forced ro hide himſelfe inthe River of 
Marne, where he dyed through cold and 
feare. His body being found, was con- 
demned to bee drawne in peeces with 
wilde horſes, and the foure quarters to 
be ſerupon foure wheeles at foure gates 
of Paris. Theyeare 1610. there were 
raken our of the Arſenal of Paris Fifty 
great Gunnes,with ſtore of Munition of 
powder and ſhot, and great numbers of 
Souldiers were leavied. 

The King intended ſhortly after to 
enter intohis Army, but he would firſt 
ſee his Queene ſhould bee crowned at 
$t. Denis , which was performed with 
great folemnity. But the next day af- 
ter this Magnificence and pompe ofthe 
Queenes Coronation, this great King 
was on Friday the 14. of May, 1610. a- 
bout foure in the afcernoone moſt tray 
terouſly murthered in his Caroch with 
twoſtabbs with a knifenearethe region 
of his heart, paſling inthe Streete of the 

Ferronery, 
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Ferroxery, neare the Charnells of the 
Tnnocents Church-yard, by Francis Ra- 
vaillac, borne in Angoleſae. His Obſe- 
quies were performed the three dayes 
following, the 21, 22, 23. of Juze,with 
infinite teares and lamentations : and af- 
ter inany funebriall ſolemniries , his 
Corps was conducted to $4. Denjs, 
 whereitremaineth interred, 

He lived fifty fixe yeares., and thirty 
one daies. Hee reigned in Navarre 
Thirty ſeven yeares, eleaven moneths, 
or thereabout ; and in Fraxce Twenty 
yeares, nine moneths, and thirteene 
dayes.

ſellors of the Parliament, he by the 
Mouth of the Lord S$i/ery his Chan- 
cellour declared his Morher to be Re- 

gent1in Francesthat ſhee might have the 

tuition of his perſon , and the admini- 

ſtration ofthe affaires ofhis Kingdome, 

during his minority, withall authority 

and power, according to the charge of 
that Court given the day before. 

The ſame Moneth the criminall in-

ners,at the requeſt of D# Yiquit, Attur- 
ney Generall to the King, whoſe place 
and authority was there then ro inquire 
againſt this Francis Ravaillac, for the 
murther of his late Soveraigne Henry 
the fourth, King of Fraxce and Navarre: 
Whereupan this RavaiHac with a fad 
and death-hke countenance, holding 


| uphis guilty hand before this great aſ-/ 


ſembly, preſently confeſſed guilty yind 
that he became this his Countries 
ſhame, onely by the inſtigation of rhe 
Divell ; and not any other accomplices 
and confederates would hereveale, bur 
ina Satanicall manner vowed himſelfe 
to ſecreſie z and being found guilty, he 
was withaſtrong guard ofarmed men 
convey» 
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conveyed to priſon , which otherwiſe 
by the violence and rage of the com. 
mon people, had beene tornein pee- 
ces, ſuch was their loye they owed to 
theirlare King : for which Fact he was 
. condemned ro pay his forfeit before the 
great gate of our Lady Church in Paris, 
and thence to be conveyed to the place 
of execution ; and in the meane time, 
to makehim confefle, he was tobe pin- 
ched with hot Pincers-upon his breaſts, 
armes,burtocks,thighes,and the Calves 
. ofhis legges; his right hand robe burnt 
off wirh fire of brimſtone, with an or- 
der, thar in thoſe places where hee was 
ſopinced, melced Lead ſhould be pow- 
red,boyling Oyle, Pitch, Rozen, Waxe, 
and Brimſtone, melted alrogether. 
This being done, that his body ſhould 
be torne in pieces, and diſmembred by 
Foure horſes, and that his Limbes 
ſhould be burnt and conſumed to aſhes, 
and caſt intorthe winde ; all his goods to 
be confiſcate to the King:thar che houſe 
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wherein he was borne, ſhould be demo- 
liſhed, and never any Edefice upon that 
ground to be builr : thar within fifteene 
dayes after rhe publication of this ſen- 
rence in the towne of Angol:ſme, his 
Father and Mother ſhould depart the 
Realme,and never rerurne againe, upon 
paine of being hanged, without any o- 
ther proceedings : It wasalſo forbid- 
den in the aforeſaid High Court, thar 
his brothers,fiſters uncles,and all others 
that beare the name of Ravarzllac, to 
whom it was enjoyned tochange it into 


another name, upon the ſame penalty : 


All which was publiſhed and put in exe- 
cution the ſame day, by the order of 
the whole afſembly in the atoreſaid 
Court in Parzs ; but before I conclude, 
I will ſpeake againe of the manner of 
his death 3 becanſe in that place I 
will not omit ſome things more worthy 
of note. | | 
Afterwards it was provided for the 
Funeralls and obſequies of the dead 
King, 
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King”, and then the body of the late 


Henry the thira was removed from the 
Towne of Compeigne tobe interred ar 


St.Denzs ; which was performed, and 


the hearrof this Hexry the Great, at the 
fame time was carryed tothe Jeſuites at 
la Fleth. 

The Sorbone renewed the Decree of 
che Councell of Conſtance againſt Pa- 
racides of Kizgs, and by the Court of 
Parliament upon the 7#ize,itcondem- 
ned a Book of T9þr: Mariana, one of the 
Society,a Spaniard intituled De Rege © 
Regis inſtitutione, and cauſedit tobe 
burnt by che Executioner before our La- 
dies Church. 

The Martiall de 1a Chaſtra,being ſent 
with an Army of twelve thouſand foor, 
and two thouſand Horſe ro Txl/zers, 
—_ he took the ſecond of Septer- 

er. 

Divers Embaſſadors came to Paris 
to the King, ro bemoane and condole 
with him the death of his father : and 
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King Iames of England (ent unto him 
the Order ofthe Garter, which he re- 
ceived the fourereenth of Septexz- 
ber. 

The 19. of 0Fober the King was con 
ſecrated at Rheimes, and the next day 
he received the Order of the Holy 
Ghoſt ; and hegave the Order to the 
Prince of C onde, and retnrned to Purzs, 
_— he was magnificently entertai- 
ned. - 

Thefixe and twentieth of November it 
was proceeded and decreed in the 
Courr of Parliament againſt a Booke 
of Cardinall Bellarmine, touching the 
Popes authority 1#n Temporalibas, 
which was forbidden to be printed, to 
be ſold, or kept, upon paine of High 
Treaſon. 

The ſeventeenth day of November, 
CAnno Domini 1611. the Duke of 
Orleans, brother tothe King, deceaſed 
at St.Germans en Lay,and his body was 
conveyd to St.Deris 1n France. 

The 
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TheLord of Y2tarn madeakinde of 
a Rebellion in Berry, whereupon his 
Caſtile was taken,and he carryed to Par 
ris, where he was beheaded the ſe- 
cond, of Janxary, CaAnno Domini 
I612. 

This yeare were ſolemnized the mar- 
riages of the Kizg with the Lady 
Anne Infanta of Spaine, and ofthe 
Kings Siſter, with the Prince of 
$Spaine. 

The yeare 1614 the Prince of Conde 
retired himlſelfe ro Paris, and the Mar- 
queſſe D*Ancre was made Marſhall of 

France. 

The Statue of Brafſe of Herry the 
Great, was by the great Duke of Tuſ- 
caxy (ent to Paris, and placed with the 
Horle of Brafle, upon the midſt of the 
New Bridge ; And about that 
time the Princeof Coxty dyed. 

The Prince diſtaſted with the Kings 
eſpouſfalls with the Queene at Burgos, 
madea hurly burly in the Cy, 
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but the Eſpouſalls being ended, the 
Duke of Gzz/e with a ſtrong Army con- 
ducted her ro Fontarable, where ſhee 
yas received by the Spaniards, andan 
exchange being made, the Queene was 
by the ſaid Duke conveyed ro Bourde- 
aux, where ſhee was moſt magnificently 
entertained by the King, where hee ex- 
pm her, andthe Nuprials werecele- 
rated on St. Katharines day. 

The yeare 1616. ſach was the rigour 
of cold weather in Jarzary, that the Ri- 
vers were frozen, and the yce was the 
cauſe of the fall of St. Michaels at Paris, 

The 16. of Azgxft, the taking of Pe- 
ronune was 4 caule of new commotions, 
and the firſt of September was apprehen= 


dedatthe Louure, and after keprunder a 


ſtrong guard in the Baſtile. 

Many of the Lords retired from the 
Court, as the Duke of Yendeſwe, of Ne- 
vers, Of Gniſe,of Mayenne,and Bovillox, 
with other Lords, whereof ſome retur- 
ned againe, the others not : which was 

T 2 a cauſe 
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a cauſe that the King in Parliamentde- 
clared the cauſes wherefore he kept the 
Prince his brother in hold. EIS 

In the beginning of the yeare 1617. 
he made a Declaration againſt theDuke 
of Nevers 1n Parliament, the 17. of Ja- 
1uary,alſo inFebruary againſt the Dukes 
of Vendoſme, Mayenne, Bouillon , the 
Marqueſle of @ 2vxre, and the Preſident 
le Fay. Allo another Declaration was 
made in March for the re-union to his 
Domaines', and a Confiſcation of the 
goods of the ſaid Nobility upon the 16. 
of the ſaid Moneth. 

This King ſucceeded after the Trag1- 
call death of his Farther , when great 
troubles were like to follow ; but all 
thoſe clouds were blowne away, and 
this young, Prince ſhined forth hike the 
Sun inaclearecikie. Firſt of all hee went 
to the Parliament, and made a Declara- 
tion thar his Mother ſhould be Queene 
' Regent during his minority.. After- 
ward the Jeſuites received his Fathers 
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heart, with great Ceremony, being re- 
ceived into LaFlech. Here the Arraign- © 
ment and cruell Execution of the Mar. 
therer Ravilliac deſerves to be drawne 
forth in blacke colours. Imagine thar 
Ravilliac was firſt arraign'd after he had 
beene put to the Rack, then condem« 
ned, afterward hee was brought our of 
the priſon in his ſhirt, with a Torch of 
two pound weightlighted in one hand, 
and the knife wherewith he had murde- 
red the King,chained to the other : then 
he was ſet uprightina Dung-cart, now 
hee is doing pennance at our Ladies 
Church; now imagine the raging people 
are ready to teare him in peeces, but the 
Officers reſtraine them ; the Murderer 
came to the Scaffold, he croſſes himſelfe 
 inſigne that hedyeda Papiſt ; hee was 
bound toa St. Andrews Creſſe, then his 
( fatall hand with the knife chained toir, 
eſmoaks in a Furnace of fire and brim- 
ſtone; itis conſum'd, yet hee will not 
canfeſſe any thing,but roare and cry like 
| & 3 = 
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toaSoule inhell, but yer unpitied : and 

then his fleſh was pulld off with hocPin- 

cers, and burnt, then ſcalding Oyle,Ro- 
zen, pitch, and brimſtone, melted toge- 
ther, were powr'd into his wounds,and 
on his navell a ronndell of Clay was ſer, 
imto the which they powred molten 
Lead, and then he roared, butconfeſſed 
nothing. Atlaſt, toconclude this Tra- 
gedy, his body was torne in pieces with 
foure ſtrong Horſes, which could nor 
plucke them aſtmder, being fo firmely 
knit together, untill che fleſh under his 
armes and thighes was cut. In this man- 
ner was this Paricide tormented and ex- 
ecuted, being the horrid picture of a 
Traytor, ſuffering extreame tortyres,yet 
miſery nor death could nor Tum 
from him any confeffion. And ſurely if 
Hells tortures might be felt on earth, it 
was approved in this mans puniſhment, 
yet he would revealenothing , bur thar 

he did it by the inſtipation of the Devil, 

and his maine reaſon was, becauſe the

King tollerated two Religions in his 


Kingdome, Oh ſmall occaſion, that for 


thiscauſe one ſervile ſhave ſhould thn 


quench the greatlight of France, whoſe | 


the feyerall rorments that were inven=- 
ted and laid npon him, none was more 
terrible rohim, than his loſſe of ſleepe 
for ſixe dayes and nights together, 
for there were appomted ſeveral! offi- 
cers by tarnes to keepe him waking , by 
thruſting red-hot bodkins into his 
breaſts and fides; ſo that if he did but of- 
fer to winkeor give anod,then prefent= 
ly they awaked him with thoſe Irons, 
He was tornein peeces as I faid before, 
and his bones burnt, the aſhes whereof 
were ſcattered in the winde, as bein 

thought unworthy of the earchs buriall. 


This Ravaillac was borne at Argoleſme, 


and by profeſſion a Lawyer, and was 
perſwaded as itis thought, by the Jeſu- 
1tes to perpetrate this bloody act, by

murdering this Kings Father, Heary the 
fourth, the hope of Learning , and the 
glory of Armes.

came to Paris, and being brought into 


the Kings preſence, he faid thathe came 
from the King his Maſter to viſj:e his 
Majeſty. This young Prince anſwered, 
1 thanke the King my brother for his 
good will, I will remember him and 


you alſo: Seeing he defires it, he may ex- * 


pet from meall friendſhipand good in« 
relligence , ſuch as hee had with the de- 
ceaſed King my Father. Afterward the 
Lord Wotton, Embaſſadour from Eng- 
land,came to Paris , and then Embaſſa- 
dours for confirmation of mutuall 
league being ſent into Spazne, England, 
and to Rome, the King was at Rheims 
with ſolemne pompe and great ſtate 
crowned.

IF rovens, Maire of the Palace of - 
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©Ofſperg thinkes, and other Frewch Hi 
ſtorians are of opinion to have beene 4 
Baſtard-ſonne, or a neare Kinſman of 
C lodion, was by the reafon of his yalour 
and experience in Warre, choſen King 
of the French, Anno Domini 450. ſe- 
cluding the Sonnes of Clo dion from the 
inheritance of the Kingdome.

For by the over- 
throw by himgiven to $7agrius, Count 
of Soiſſons,ſonne of Gilles the Roman, 
he reduced the County co the ſiubjecti- 
on and Lawes ofthe French , and toa- 
bolithed rhat ſmall power and com- 
mand which. the Re##495 at/ thartime 
had formerly, in thoſe parts of Guxle, 
537. yeares after it had beene ſirbject- 
ed to the Roman 'Empire by Inlins 
Ceſar. After that he eſpouſed Clotalda, 
daughter of Chilper:c,one of the Kings 
, of Bareundy, and being in therenth 
yeare ofhis reigne; he compelled che 
Thuritteians co receive and acknows- 
ledgehis Lawes. Hee obrained the 
diy at Tolviacagainſt the Almaines, res 
ducing their Kingdome inro a Pro- 
vince -and Dukedome : at his retarne 
he became a Chriſtian in the 15. yeare 
of his reigne,and altered his Coate of 
Armes.

laric King of the YViſigdths , who was. 


an Arian, and drove them out of Gawle, 


and by that meanes hee ſubmitted to | 
his Kingdome the Countrey of Anzo- 


leſme,Bourdelois, Perigort, Qnercy, Ro- 
vergue, Albi, Anvergne,andTholonze,no- 
ching remaining anconquered of Gaxle, 
but Provence, anda part of Larygnedoc, 
Afterwards being hononred with a 
Patriciall dignity by the Emperour 4- 
naſtaſins , he removed himſelfe ro 'P4- 
r15,where he eſtabliſhed the. Regall ſear 
of his Kingdome. Others affirme, 
thatin defiance and deſpite of all his 
greateſt friends and kinſemen, who at 
that fime commanded a great part of

eſtate like to enſue. He reigned 30. 
yeares, and lyesinhumed and Sr. Peter, 
and St.Pax, now called St. Genoveſne, 
ycelding his laſt breath 4zno Domin. 
513. leaying, foure Children, Childe- 
bert,King ot Parzs,, Clodomire of Orle-

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ance, Clotharius of Soyſſons, Theodo- 
ricke a baſtard, ſonne of his K. of Metts, 
and two daughters zbetides thar ſonne 
which was flaine in the wars. T he King- 
dome that was in its infancy of growth 
was twice mangled and diſmem-

Th cs. « the eldeſt ſonne of 
Clovis, ſucceeded in the King- 
dome of Paris, which was the 
Regall Seare of the Monarchy of 
France, Anno Domini 514- Upon his 
undertaking the goyernment , he was 
by his Brothers inſtigated, and his Mo- 
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ther Clotildato the revenge of the death 
of his Father and Mother , -who were 
by Gerdeban't murthered : whereupon 
making Warres upon the Burgaundzans, 
their- King Sigiſmmnd was taken in a 
Batraile, and together with his Queene 
and Progeny was throwne into a Well 
at Orleans, After that, they retreated 
againſt Gondemar , brother ro $S7giſ- 
mund , where Clodomire was llaine 1n 
the purſuite. By the meanes whereof, 
and the Warres following upon the 
whole Countrey of France, Gondemar 
tooke poſſeſſion of Bargandy + Whilſt 
Theoderickatterwards was againſt Her- 
»onfroy for the eſtating himſelfe in the 
Kingdome of Thxringi., by the ayde 
and aſſiſtance of his brother Clotharins ; | 
Childebert ſeized upon the County of | 
Auvergne, but having intelligence of 
cherecurne of his Brother Theodorick, 
whom he ſuppoſed to have beene dead, 
he went into Spaire, againſt Almerich, 
King of the Vifgoths, on a quarrell for 
the ill uſage of his Siſter Clotz/da, which

which foratime remained in the hands 
and power of the Oſtrogoths of Ttaly. 
Childebert upon his recurne from 
Spaine, went with Clotharins to beate 
Gondemar out of his Kingdome, which 
was divided betweene them , as alſo 
that of Orleans was, after theſlaughter 
of the children of their brother Cloda- 
mire, except Claudius that made an ef 
Cape.

Bur hee made ſo mall uſe of his 
fathers Grace and goodnefſe, that hee 
committed againe a new Fellony and 
Rebellion againſt him : And when his 
latter proceedings began ro bee worſe 
and worlſe in ſaccefſe than before, hee 
fied ro Conobre , or (as others ſay) Ca- 
»abo ,, Prince and Count of the Bre- 
tons, Who entertained him , and un- 
dertooke ro ſecure him from his Father. 
Whereuponhis Father Clotharins with 
his Army invaded that Countrey, 
where they joyned Battaile, wherein 
the Bretoxs loſt the Field, rheir Prince 
being ſlaine in the place, and Crane 
taken Priſoner, whom his Father cau- 
ſed robethurupina honſe, and toge- 
ther with his Wite and children to bee 
all burnt ro death. Bur Clotharins being 
the laſt of the Sonnes of King Clowss , 
dyed 
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carefully, aboliſhing thoſe which are e: 
vill : Impoſe no Taxes on thy SubjeF&c, 
but upon great occaſion. Favour thoſe 
that feare GOD, lowe Juſtice, and 
hate Covetouſneſſe : Let mot thy Judge 
be impartiall againſt thy SubjeFs < Keeps 
the Cities and Townes gotten by thyſPre- 
deceſſors ; preferre good and ſufficient 


men ts Benefices and Offices : Be an Ex- 


ample to thy SubjeFs, moderate the, ex- 
peyces of thy Court, and ſo God bleſſe 
thee. Theſe were the good inſtruftions 
which this godly Monarch gave unto 
his Sonne for the leading of an upright 
life, and to abandon all worldly de- 
lights and pleaſures, ſo as hee might 
both pleaſe God, and bea patterne to 
his inferiours,

ney mn his returnerthrough 7ealy, diret- 
ly to Yterbe,to make an agreement be= 

| Sween 
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tweene the Cardinals,who in two years 
ſpace were in a difſention upon the E- 
lection ofa Pope. Hee was Crowned 
at Rheimes by the Biſhop of Soiſſons,the 
thircieth of Auguſt, CAHnno Dom.1271: 
He after mcorporared the County of 
Tholouſe to the Crowne, . upon the de- 
ceaſe of the Count, Alphonſe his uncle. 
He went to aide Gerard of Cafſebonne, 
his SabjeRs, againſt the Counts of A4r- 
mignaand Foix,by reaſon whereof, the 
Count of Foix ſubmitred himſelfe to 
his mercy. Hereſtored the Countrey 
of Navarreto the obedience of Joane, 
daughrer ofthe late Henry King of Na- 
varre deceaſed. The King marryed 
Mary, the datghter of Hexry Duke of 
Brabant , who was ſifpected to have 
poyloned Lewis, the eldeſt ſonne of 
the King, by his firſt wife 1/abelle of 
Aragon : She was fonnd innocent by the 
report of two Biſhops who were ſenr to 
a Nunne, or rather a Sorcereſſe, to 
know the truth. The yeare after Peter 
De la Breſche, great Chamberlaine of 
| France, 
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France , and ſuperintendant of the F3- 
wances,and affaires of the King, was han« 
ged ,, being accuſedand convitted, for 
having diſcovered the ſecrets cf France 
tothe King of Spaine , together with 
the death of the Kings ſonne. Anno 
Domini 1282. the Sicilian Evenſong 
were executed upon the. Frenchaen, 
upon an Eaſter day,or(as others report) 
on the thirtieth of March, or thirteenth 


of April : whereupon Charles, Uncle 


tothe King, offered bartraile to Peter 
of Aragon,the author thereof,but he re«= 
fuſed it. Afterwards the King having 
canſed Toare,the onely daughter of the 
late Henry, King of Nuvarre, to be mar- 
ryed ro his eldeſt ſonne Fhillip, he mar- 
ched with his Army for the Conqueſt 
of Aragon, which by the Pope nad been 
oven to Charles de walois .. the ſecond 
ſonne of Philip, who conquered the 
County of Ryſſz/lon ; after thar the Ct. 
tyof Gennes, And after that, having 
inan E -buſcado ſJaine the King of A- 
ragor, he forced the Towne of Gironne 
ro 
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to be yeelded up. He went to ccn- 
dude his Fate at the Towne of Perpig- 
»an, ofa Malady which ſurpriſed him 
in his Campe, Anro Domini 1285. the 
'6, of OFober. 

This King, as it appeares in the 
whole courſe ofhis life , would engage 
hinaſelfe in all buſinefſes, and was there- 

"fore called the Hardy ; but his deſpe- 
rate Father would not undertake his 
Neighbours quarrells,nor ſeek to make 
berwene them any agreement,unleſſe it 
might bedone by ſafe and quier means. 
Thereigne of this King was much di- 


ſturbed by rhe warres maintained by Pe- | 
ter and Roger for the Ifje of Sicily, and | 
after mucheffuſion of blood, Charles dy- | 


ed, andalſo Peter, though politicke, 
could not deceive death, but having re- 
ceived a great overthrow, concluded 
his AQtof lite with griefe and ſorrow. 
Atlaſtthis King was by Roger, Admis 
rall of Arragoz, friend anto Peter ſet 
upon him, lying ſicke a bed ar Pepignam 
yetinextreamity he expreſta noble cou- 
rage, 
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rage,and with his ficke weake voyce ſo 


encouraged his Souldiers, that Roger 


was droven out of Pepignar, the City 
held by Phzlip ſo diſtempered with . this 
alarum,that he grew ſickeand dyedthe 
fifteenth of 0Fober, two moneths after 
Peter, Pope Martix the fourth dying 
the ſame yeare, 1286. to ſhew grear 
Princes, that their chiefe deſignes are 
croſt by death. 

It was now decreed ina Counſell at 
Lioxs,that the Cardinals meeting after 


_ thePopes death, ſhould not come out 


of that Conolme unrill they had choſen 


| thePope, which begunupon occaſion of 
| thetediousEleftion of the formerPope, 
| andthe Decreeis ſtill obſeryed. Thomas 


Aquinas nowdyed,being a labtite dif- 
purer : Burt Bonaventure, Fohn Dans, 
called $cot,and Gabriel Biel ſucceeded, 
and were famous ſchollers. 

And to conclude, hee was a Prince 
borne for a teſtimony to that obſare 
age,and for corrupted times, to bee a 
patrerne toall Kizzgs and Princes of re- 

Þ ligien, 
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The Engliſhman an Caneellss, which 
truſted will deceive thee, 
Beware of him as of a Foe, when be doth 
ſa y God iſave thee. 


After his marriage with Flanch, 
daughter of Philip of Ewrerx, helbved 
not long afterhe hadtyed thisknor, 
this new wife\being an' unneceffary 
trouble in hisold age ; ſo that ſickning 
at Nogent, adviſm his rwo ſonnes to 
liveinpeace, and -bee carefull ofthe 
Realme,which he refighed to theeldeſt, 
heconcluded his reigne,and dyed.” He 
was a King in whom yertyes andvices 
were equally mingled , for hewasyali- 
ant in danger, and couragiotss in affli- 
ion, juſt and loving tohis ſubjects. But 
his raſh valour, whereon hee preſumed 
often,engaged him and his ſubjects 1 in 
many miſeries, 
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His King comes here to be inſer- 
| JE ted amongſt the Kings of 
| * France, being the firſt that lefr | 
| the Title Hereditary to the Kings of 
' Ergland,and firſt quartered the Armes 

of France With the Ereliſh Armes, g1- 
; Ving thereby occaſion and ——_— 
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of his ſucceeding Warres,he obtained 
gentle victory at S/xce, upon Midſom- 
mer day in a ſea fighe : Afrerward he 
challenged Philip of Yalois, then King, 
to a ſinglecombate, by him nor accep- 
ted, afterwards makes a Truce With 
France, their battailes being ready! to 
joyne In Britagnein Fraxce,thenke de- 
clares the Truce with Fraxce broken. 
He arrives afterward in. France with 
bloody Colours, with his hopefull ſon 
the Prince of ales, thenabour fix teen 
yeares old. Afterward he got the Lew- 
rel/ wreath of Conqueſt in the battaile 
of Creſſeyzand his ſonne was as vitori- 
ous as his Father , both ſharing equally 
in honour purchaſed by valour. But 
his ſonne afcerward, whoſe veines were 
full of tis Fathers Spirit and fortirude, 
ſhewing that Naſcj a Principibus eſt mag- 
2um, obrained another triumphant 
victory againſt the French at Poitiers, 
and by it confirmed his Fathers at- 
chievements, | 
Then again&#epry invaded France; 
| | belieges 
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befieges Paris, concludes a peace: King 
tohn'of France being taken priſoners; 
and afterward ranſomed, hoſtages were 
alſogiven, and ſo the Clouds of warre 
werea while drawne away ': but ſad- 
dainly againe Fraxce felt a new ſtorme 
from England ; for the Earle of Blois 
ſlainem Bartaile by the Exg/;fþ , loſeth: 
the Dukedome of Britagne. Then a- 
gaine King Edward ſends 19h Duke of 
Lancaſter to invade Prance, and Sir Ro= 
bert Knoles to the parts about Bri- 
tage :and thus, as he was famous for 
his many other Royall vertues expreſ- 
ſed. doneart home, and inthe circumfe- 
rence of his owne Domimions, 1ſo hke- 


wiſe he appeared in France like a fla- 


ming Comer, which boded the efiu- 
fion of much Frexch blocd : Bur age & 
ſickneſſe comming on hee was forc't to 
leave the world. as the ſame did him be=- 
fore his breath left him : but Nature 
could nor hold ont 5ny longer, and Fe 
was forced torefione his life into the 
hands of his Creator at Sh:we, (now
